THE CASE FOR RURAL 
INDUSTRIES 


EOPLE familiar with the rural movements of the 

last twenty years are apt to shrug their shoulders 

when there is talk of developing rural industries, 

for the past efforts have been neither very hopeful 
nor very practical in their achievement. Too often the 
effort has been yoked with some esthetic fad, and has 
tended to the production of rather costly bazaar articles, 
of beaten copper and the like. Successful country industries 
abroad have not gone that way. ‘There has been no worship 
of hand-work for hand-work’s sake, but a recognition of 
the large principle that those crafts which naturally call 
for a major proportion of hand-work and a trifling proportion 
of machine work can more profitably be carried on in the 
country. In Germany there began about 1875 a scientific 
survey of industry with a view to determining which of 
the miner crafts could be fostered in rural districts, and 
with two main purposes. They wanted to maintain on the 
land a large and virile population which would fill their 
battalions and ‘develop food production to the maximum. 
To secure this meant bringing to the rural population a 
greater measure of economic prosperity than farming could 
achieve unsupported : scientifically developed minor indus- 
tries provided the means. Through a joint Board of

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Crafts, educational centres were developed, technical infor- 
mation was made available, Chambers of Commerce were 
encouraged to find market outlets abroad, and the country 
industries of Germany grew up, not as an esthetic fad but 
as a business proposition. The provision of cheap electric 
power in rural districts made possible the driving of lathes 
and small machinery in village workshops or in the very 
homes of the people. It is the same in France. In the 
rural districts of the Loire there are over twenty-three 
thousand electrically driven cottage looms. 

The existence in the country districts of Germany and 
France of industries that can be carried on without undue 
strain has been a notable benefit in the resettlement of war- 
disabled men. The last German Report showed no more 
than 9,000 disabled soldiers (excluding blind and hospital 
cases) as without employment, and the French figure was 
16,¢co, including the blind. The British figures are tragic- 
ally greater. ‘The reason is simple. Men who are physically 
unfit, whether from war injuries or other disabilities such 
as tuberculosis, cannot work at the pressure or in the atmo- 
sphere of towns. Yet what are they to do? Our country 
industries have been dying for years and cannot in present 
conditions absorb anybody. ‘The farrier, the wheelwright 
and the hurdler are disappearing craftsmen. 

At long last an attempt has been made to tackle 
the problem in a scientific and commercial spirit. A Rural 
Industries Intelligence Bureau has been established. Lord 
Ernle, not a man to be hypnotised by idealistic or zsthetic 
fads, is the Chairman of its Committee, and Mr. Cecil Kny, 
an engineer experienced in the industrial methods of 
the Continent, is its Technical Director. The Bureau 
exists to supply information as to raw materials and pro- 
cesses, but that is not enough. Many little industries 
have failed because they had no access to proper markets, 
either to purchase their raw materials or to sell their out- 
put. ‘To meet this need a Country Industries Co-operative 
Society has been formed, with so shrewd a business man 
as Sir Charles Macleod as its Chairman. 

In all this there is hope, both for the disabled man, 
who can be trained in light work to be done in healthy 
surroundings, and for the small-holder or farm worker. 
Everyone will devoutly desire that the hope may blos- 
som into achievement, but the task concerns others than 
the Bureau and the Co-operative Society. The people 
who put their energies into village clubs and women’s 
institutes will need to take a hand. Practically every 
industry, however simple, needs some capital for the pur- 
chase of raw materials and tools, and the village worker 
himself has no capital. Little co-operative societies will 
need to be formed to act as the tentacles of the central 
society. ‘The County Councils also can do much: some 
are already doing it. Village workers must be educated 
in their crafts by peripatetic instructors: it is a branch of 
technical education even more important than the teaching 
of the major industrial processes which is provided by 
the great technical institutes of the towns. 

One of the sad features of the great debacle of rural 
organisation which followed the repeal of Part I of the 
Agriculture Act was the shutting down of the County 
Rural Industries Sub-Committees. At the instance of the 
Ministry of Agriculture a survey of the industrial possi- 
bilities of the villages had been begun, when the work 
came to an end almost everywhere. But in a few counties 
it is being carried on by voluntary effort. Oxfordshire is 
a bright spot. A serious attempt is there being made to 
revitalise the older crafts and to relate them to modern 
conditions. With the decline of farm labourers’ wages it 
is more than ever necessary that the earnings of the family 
shall be increased.

HARLES LAMB somewhere describes how flat 

he used to press his nose against the windows of 

the print shops in Fleet Street, when he was a 

young man and the mezzotints and stipple engrav- 
ings of Bartolozzi, G. W. Reynolds and William Ward 
were new—purchasable for a few shillings. What would 
not many a man and woman give—indeed, do give—to 
share Lamb’s delight ? For those lightly coloured engrav- 
ings—so fresh and bright and clean—have charmed folks’ 
eyes and bewitched their pockets ever since their first 
appearance, so that they now fetch fantastic prices—far 
beycnd the means of us shop-gazers. We are certain, 
then, that Country Lire’s decision to supplement weekly 
for the future its ordinary wealth of pictures by a repro- 
duction of one of the more famous of these prints will be 
acclaimed by avery large number of people. This, the 
first of the series, is ‘‘A Vegetable Market,” painted by 
James Ward, an admirer of Morland, who married his sister 
Anne; the engraver, William Ward, was also of that 
delightful family, for in 1786 he married Mocland’s sister 
Maria. The reproductions are by a process that has 
only just been brought to perfection and it possesses 
the virtue of absolute accuracy: the colours are every 
whit as clean and bright as in the originals, and, at ‘the 
same time, no brighter. Of no previous reproductions— 
and one sees many execrable ones exposed for sale— 
can this be said. These are intended as a little present 
to our readers—to cheer the autumn and winter months, 
when they used so to bewitch Charles Lamb as he walked 
the wet streets. 


WING to his preoccupation with affairs in the Near 
East, the Prime Minister has postponed his reception 

of the delegation of representatives for the purpose of 
discussing the question of helping farmers out of the critical 
situation in which they are placed. It may encourage 
action on the part of the Government to know that America 
has already taken practical steps very closely akin to those 
asked for in Great Britain. A Joint Commission of Agri- 
cultural Enquiry was set up after the agricultural crisis 
in 1921, and it passed a resolution in favour of the creation by 
the Government of a credit system to suit the needs of farmers. 
This request has now been granted, and the Government, 
by means of the machinery of the War Finance Corporation, 
is prepared to advance a large sum in loans for agricultural 
co-operative marketing. The sum to be distributed is 
87,000,000 dollars, of which the largest allotment is made 
to the Tobacco Growers’ Co-operative Association of 
Virginia, North Carolina and South Carolina ; it amounts 
to 30,000,000 dollars. Various wheat growers’ associations 
are helped in the same way, but not to the same extent ; 
two associations are allotted 2,500,000 dollars each and 
one association 500,000 dollars. Eight cotton growers’ 
associations are to receive the balance in sums varying 
from 1,000,000 dollars to the Cotton Growers’ Association 
of the Arkansas Farmers’ Union to 10,000,000 dollars each 
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to the Cotton Growers’ Associations of South Carolina and 
North Carolina respectively. 


HERE should be no need to describe the Whitgift 
Hospital. The readers of CouNTRY LIFE must know 
well how, built of brick by the great Elizabethan Arch- 
bishop, it stands like a small college court about a square 
lawn. The recent decision of the Croydon Borough Council 
to ask Parliament for powers to buy the hospital is born 
of the fact that that body has met with no sympathy in 
Whitehall, where from time to time it has submitted 
schemes for widening North End on that side. It will be 
remembered that Mr. John Burns, when he was President 
of the Local Government Board, refused to grant powers 
for a scheme which involved the demolition of these alms- 
houses. Since then those who are anxious for the life 
of the building have become conscious that the personal 
commercial interests of a short-sighted group among 
Croydon men have led them to work without ceasing for 
its removal. Every possible means is used to this end. 
When new buildings were under consideration on the 
opposite side of the road the frontage line was not set back 
and expensive buildings were raised there. In the mean- 
time every opportunity of road widening was taken on the 
Hospital side, so that it is now left standing forward into 
the street, and the keepers of the new shops complain that 
the people using the fairway of the pavement do not pass 
near their windows. Added to this, rumours are being 
put about that the Hospital is insanitary, that it has been 
too well repaired and is no longer old, and that the folk 
who live in it would prefer a country situation. ‘The 
attack is insidious, but it is to be hoped that Parliament, 
by refusing to make the proposed Bill an Act, will save 
Croydon from its evil counsellors.

IN Florence, with September, ended one of the most 

interesting loan exhibitions at the Pitti Palace that have 
been held for many years, namely, of seventeenth and 
eighteenth century pictures collected from all over Italy, 
from local Pinacotekas and from private owners all over 


the world. When the enthusiast is searching churches 
for works of the great early masters he is apt to profane 
the holy places with his reviling of the huge baroque canvases 
that surmount most of the side altars. And in truth they 
are monotonous, and many of them bad. At the same 
time, however, some first-rate work was executed, and it 
has been the function of this exhibition to collect all that 
is finest of those artists who, inspired by Veronese and 
Tintoretto, Savoldo and Domenichino, continued to keep 
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Italy, in the minds of their contemporaries at least, as 
Mistress of the Arts. Among those actually shown, the 
Caraccis, Caravaggio and Guido Reni are, as it were, the 
earliest exponents of that style of work of which Chiaroscuro, 
the bane of baroque painting, is the most outstanding feature. 
But the main charm of the show was the number of surprises. 
There was a Rembrandtesque “ portrait of his mother ”’ 
by Guido Reni, and one particular picture of a Bacchus, 
attributed to Caravaggio, stood out from all the rest by 
its amazing realism. On a drab background a flushed 
youth with a mop of black hair adorned with vine leaves 
reclined on a bed, a white sheet covering most of his naked 
body. In one hand he held a brimming glass of purple 
wine, and he gazed at the observer with soft, stupid, brown 
eves. And that was all. But if Orpen had painted it, 
it would be hailed as the picture of the year for its breadth 
and vividness. However, it was painted nearer 1622 than 
1922! Many others, among them works by the Tiepolos, 
the Guardis, the Longhis, Canaletto, Ghislandi and Crespi, 
are seen at their best—a best of which we in England 
little dream. 


NE of the best features of the present time is the im- 
provement of the financial outlook. October sees the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer with a revenue surplus of over 
£56,000,000, as compared with a deficit at this time last year 
of nearly £42,000,000. That is cheering and so is the down- 
ward tendency of the price of many articles of consumption. 
Last week the cost of petrol was lowered by 53d. a gallon, 
with advantages that were at once felt, especially as it was 
accompanied by a fall in the cost of paraffin. Cheaper 
transport, cheaper power in small works and factories, 
cheaper lighting, and, it may be, cheaper omnibus fares, 
all have been or should be effected by the fall in the price 
of petrol and of paraffin. This has been followed by an 
important drop in the price of tyres. In the popular sizes 
of Dunlop tyres the reduction amounts to about £2, which 
will make a real difference in the cost of motoring. ‘These 
are all very welcome signs that the country is getting 
back to pre-war conditions. As soon as the taxation 
approaches more nearly to the normal, the movement in 
this direction will be accelerated. 


‘HE Metropolitan Public Gardens Association has 
attacked a difficult problem in a very practical and 
sensible manner. ‘The difficulty arose from the fact that 
Endsleigh Gardens, Euston Road, and Mornington Crescent, 
Hampstead Road, are for sale. ‘The rights of user possessed 
by adjacent ‘householders have come to an end with the 
expiry of their leases. The owners are, therefore, under 
no obligation to retain these areas as garden grounds, 
and, no doubt, other squares and enclosures in different 
parts of London will, soon or late, be in the same position. 
Now, these open spaces play a very great part in promoting 
the healthiness of London, and Londoners have reason 
to be proud of the fact that their great city has now become 
the healthiest of our cities. That result is, in a great 
measure, due to the open spaces in London—the lungs of 
London, as they have been called. ‘That is why they should 
be preserved. To buy them would be an undertaking 
too gigantic at a time when householders have so much to 
do with their money: The alternative proposed by the 
Association is what they call a “ sterilising ’”’ scheme. 
They are urging the London County Council to give such 
fair compensation to the owners as would suffice to render 
these areas incapable of being used for building purposes. 
‘The scheme is perfectly just and fair. It contains no element 
of Socialism or tyranny. It is only an effort to maintain 
the tradition set by a former generation of London landlords, 
‘““who town-planned their estates on open-space lines.”’ 
From this, benefit has been derived by the public as well 
as by the private householders. It should be a constant 
policy to deal with each garden or other open space as the 
occasion demands, saving the landlords the cost of upkeep 
and getting the’garden thrown open to the public.

With the coming of October, however, the game 
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is in full swing everywhere except at Oxford and Cambridge, 
and there we shall soon be reading of Freshmen’s matches. 
The most marked feature of the season as far as it has gone 
has been the perennial youthfulness of some of the players. 
Gloucester beat the Harlequins on Saturday through their 
fine pack of forwards. Several of these have long since 
earned the title of veterans, and how long the fiery Holford 
has been leading them only statisticians can tell. On the 
same day, when Blackheath and the United Services met 
in a drawn battle, the two chief figures were once again 
C. N. Lowe and W. J. A. Davies, and Davies is said to 
be faster than he has been for years. Both these players 
were famous Internationals some time before the war. 
and still they occupy the very centre of the football stage. 
If this is discouraging to those who are waiting for their 
shoes it is very encouraging to the middle-aged in general. 


A\S we anticipated, there was very little shooting at the 
opening of the pheasant season. The tremendous 
growth that has been fostered by the wet weather, combined 
with the lateness of the harvest, prevented many sportsmen 
from going out at all. In the opinion of a well known 
naturalist and excellent shot, the delay amounted to a piece 
of good fortune. He shot two or three brace of birds 
for the purpose of noting their condition, and he was 
astonished at their poor development as compared with 
the young cocks of last year. They were extremely im- 
mature, the hackles undeveloped and the birds not anything 
like fully grown, whereas at the same date in 1921 the birds 
were fat and well grown, with wings and hackles that could 
almost compare with those of their elders. The key to 
the difference is, of course, that last year was an ideal 
year, full of sunshine, and this year has been one of cloud, 
rain and abrupt changes of temperature.

] T would be difficult to imagine excavation in any place 

or country more calculated to inspire interest than 
that which is being planned in Palestine. Its scenes 
are those made familiar by the Bible, that is to say, the 
most continuously popular book in any language. The 
names of those who dwelt in this land in the far back 
ages are familiar to us as household words. None is more 
so than King David, the remains of whose city on Mount 
Ophel are to be laid open by use of the spade. All the 
nations concerned are to take part, as it is considered that 
the memories of the city are sacred to many nations. Three 
previous attempts have been made to locate it; the last 
was the most important—it was by M. Weill in 1913-1914. 
This, at any rate, showed where the work of excavation 
was most likely to yield good results. An area of about 
ten acres has been marked out as embracing the site of 
the city and allowing room for the heaps of things that are 
practically certain to be found. Scholars and archeological 
students throughout the world have longed for a chance 
like this, and may be trusted to set about the work with 
energy and enthusiasm. In comparison with the Roman 
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antiquities the appeal of these Israelite antiquities will 
be far more intense. Rome has left more remains strewn 
about the world than any other nation of antiquity, but 
that comparatively small space in Jerusalem may throw 
light on the lives and deeds of men with whose individualities 
our earliest thoughts are linked. . 


] T is no wonder that the Prince of Wales was very much 

amused at the statement of the privileges of being a 
Freeman of St. Andrews as they were expounded by 
Provost Sloan, in proposing his health. The Provost 
is a man of Scottish “ wut’’ and humour ; besides, he 
knows what these privileges really are, or were at a time 
when Scotland was a poorer and homelier country than it 
is now. The material benefit conferred on the Prince 
of Wales was, in the first place, a right to share in the 
cockles and mussels at the mouth of the River Eden ; 
another was the privilege of “ playing golf, digging divots 
and drying claes ” on the links. Little as these advantages 
may be valued at to-day, they recall a time when they 
meant very much more. It was hard living that prepared 
the Scot to succeed in every land or clime.

IRD lovers will read with no pleasure the items of the 
bill paid for destroying cormorants and goosanders 
on the River Tweed, but the case against them is a very 
grave one. A cormorant weighing 6{Ib. was captured 
with a grilse kelt weighing 3lb. 2 ozs. in its gullet and 
the tail protruding from its bill. Many of the cormorants 
killed on the Tweed during the year ending in June con- 
tained yellow trout; one bird contained the remains of 
six, the heaviest, a newly caught one, weighing 1lb. ‘These 
are only a few out of many examples. It is impossible 
not to recognise the necessity of protecting salmon and 
trout in the ‘Tweed, but we are glad to see the notice that 
“None will be accepted if killed on the coast.’’ ‘The sea 
is the rightful home of these birds and contains food enough 
for all of them ; but once they get into the habit of fishing 
in the Tweed and roaming further and further up every year, 
measures must be taken to repel their invasion. We notice 
that several were killed as high up as Cornhill; another 
bird was seen fishing between Melrose and Galashiels, 
two having previously been reported fishing so far inland 
as Innerleithen. Three of the goosanders came from 
the Teviot. 


LOOKING FORWARD IN ROAD WORK 


HEN Mr. Neal, Parliamentary Secretary to the 

Ministry of Transport, fulfils the promise he 

made to Mr. Walter Forrest, M.P., that there 

would be introduced into Parliament at an early 

date a “ Motor Vehicle Bill,” it is to be hoped 
that this measure will be characterised by a considerable breadth 
of view. Legislators must remember that the position of the 
country at the present moment is a very difficult one. It would 
be impossible, with the funds at disposal, to carry out in their 
entirety the great schemes required for putting our roads in 
order ; that must be a matter of time. For the moment, only 
the pressing evils can be removed, but it is a necessity at once 
to make preparation for the years to come; in fact, it would 
lead to a gain both in efficiency and economy if a great road 
policy, covering the requirements of the next thirty to fifty 
years, were defined at the present moment and incorporated 
in the Bill in preparation. Motor traction is at present in its 
infancy ; if it has reached the present dimensions in these few 
years, what will the motor traffic of, say, twenty to thirty years 
hence be? Provision ought to be made not only for the require- 
ments of the next twenty to thirty years, that is the immediate 
future, but fifty to a hundred years ought to be provided for. 
The latest returns show that in the United States of America, 
with a population of 95 millions there are over 10 million motor 
vehicles in use. The British Isles, with a population of 47 millions, 
can only show a return of motor vehicles of, roughly, 500,000 
to 600,000. On the basis of population, with the same free 
use of motor traffic here as in the U.S.A., we ought to provide 
for an increase of over 3 million motor vehicles—an appalling 
figure. 

All the first and second class roads of England ought to 
be clearly mapped out by the Road Board. Certain roads have 
wide green rides at each side, allowing considerable space for 
development ; even this space may not be sufficient for the 
requirements of the next fifty years—to say nothing of the next 
hundred years. Other roads, and particularly our great main 
roads, are full up to the margins of their hedges. 

In all cases where land may possibly be required on either 
class road for : 

(a) Widening, 

(b) Straightening, clearing dangerous corners, etc., 

(c) By-pass roads to clear through traffic away from 
towns, 


this land should be at once scheduled and clearly marked off 
on the official maps, and the Road Board empowered at any 
time within the hundred years to purchase this land at its then 
agricultural value. Any buildings put up on scheduled land 
after the passing of the Act are to be at owner’s or builder’s 
risk, and no compensation ought to be paid for such buildings. 
The loss to the owner is nominal; he merely puts back his 
building frontage and gains one on a fine road instead of a 
poor one. 

In the case of by-pass roads, the landowner is an absolute 
gainer by the new road; he gets valuable frontage, and it 


is a question whether some share of the cost of by-pass 
roads ought not to be debited to the land on each side of the 
roads so made. 

Given a comprehensive scheme on these lines, covering the 
whole country, the future of the widening and general improve- 
ment of roads would be vastly simplified. 

While the widening of the country roads presents no insur- 
mountable difficulties, other than an expense which is fairly 
easy to estimate, a well thought out system of by-pass roads 
clearing the great country towns and cities is a necessity. Why 
should any town or city be lumbered up with this through 
traffic when, even at present, it has more than enough to 
do to clear its own local traffic? At Reading an excellent 
by-pass road has been in existence for many years. It was 
opened a year or so before the Great War, and the relief 
to Reading town traffic is incalculable, while the speed of 
clearance of the through traffic is equally valuable. 

Great cities, such as London, Glasgow, Manchester and 
Birmingham, require further relief. ‘Take London as an instance. 
London is, to-day, working up to its utmost capacity in traffic. 
A Royal visit to the City, any State function or a big Labour 
demonstration dislocates the traffic. Given a_ big State 
procession, or the repair of roads on a large scale such as is now 
going on, traffic is thrown into confusion and long queues of 
stoppages result. If it is so to-day, what will it be in another 
twenty, thirty or fifty years ? 

The writer is indebted to Mr. A. Chester Beatty of Cale 
Hill Park, Kent, who takes a keen amateur interest in road 
traffic questions, for the following brilliant suggestion. In a 
few years all our main trunk lines of rail will probably be con- 
verted into electric power lines, but whether converted or not, 
for ten or twelve miles out of London why not run great overhead 
ferro-concrete roads over these railways, with ascents and 
descents every two miles, or less if possible? ‘There is no 
reason why such an overhead road should be unsightly. Get 
a Lutyens to scheme out the design of the over road and our 
great engineers could carry it out and make a splendid job of 
it. It is not all plain sailing ; on certain lines there are many 
tunnels before the open country is reached. The G.N.R., 
the L. & N.W.R., the Midland—all these lines have heavy 
tunnelling near their London depots; but no difficulty is in- 
surmountable. With modern knowledge of tunnelling the cost 
of over-tunnel roadways would be a fleabite in comparison with 
the cost of a new road. The G.W.R., the L. & S.W.R. and 
the S.E. & C.R. are all fairly clear; and what magnificent 
roadways these over-roads would make for fast motor traffic 
out of and into London and great cities such as Glasgow, Man- 
chester and other crowded districts, where the cutting of great 
roadways means the cost of millions on millions. 

That there are many difficulties and many objections to 
Mr. Chester Beatty’s suggestion is evident, but what other 
scheme can compare with it in simplicity of providing wide 
roadways in and out of our great cities for fast motor traffic ? 
What other scheme can provide for the future of English traffic 
as this does ? E. H.

That shows him to be inspired by earnest love of his 
home, in desiring to preserve its traditions uninjured. For 
those who will now tread its stairs and echo along its corridors 
will be in every sense like a company of neighbours who have 
taken the house in trust during the absence of its lord. The 
old men will watch them from their picture frames, and see, no 
doubt, faces familiar in their day, repeated in those descendant 
men and women of Leeds. 

Temple Newsam was in early days a Preceptory of the 
iXnights Templars and is celebrated as such by Scott’s treatment

of it, under the name of Templestowe, in “ Ivanhoe.’”’ On the 
suppression of the Order in the later Middle Ages, on account of 
their immense international power, acquired by banking—in 
which, after the loss of the Holy Land, they had become principallv 
engaged—the house went to the Darcys and, after the Pilgrimage 
of Grace in which Lord Darcy took a splendid, if vain, part, 
it was granted by Henry VIII to the Countess of Lennox, his 
niece, mother of Lord Darnley, who was born here. 

When his son, James I, succeeded to the throne of England, 
Temple Newsam became the property of Sir Arthur Ingram, 
who rebuilt the house as it is to-day—in the Jacobean manner. 
Temple Newsam is one of those great houses, like Hatfield, Audley 
Bramshill, built when the present era was just 
beginning. Now it is closing, and those lines of Kipling’s 
recur to one’s mind: ‘It is not our land. We've only paid for 
it. We belong to it, and it belongs to the people—our people

they call ‘em. 

All over the country this form of succession is slowly finding 
favour. There is Aston in Birmingham, Astley in a smaller way 
in Chorley. Close to Nottingham stands the magnificent Wollaton, 
over which Lord Middleton and the City have been negotiating 
in the same neighbourly spirit as has resulted in the transference 
of Temple Newsam by Mr. Wood to the people who for so long 
have lived about it. 
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SEA CLIFFS.—I

UST as there are “ plant associations’ characteristic 

of the seashore, the marsh, the pond, the wood, the 

mountain-side and other haunts, so there are “ bird 

associations ” which are well defined, for part of the year 

at least. There are open-sea birds, like the petrels ; 
mountain birds, like the ptarmigan; moorland birds, like the 
curlew ; forest birds, like the woodpecker; river birds, like 
the water-ouzel ; and anyone can continue the list. We wish 
to say a little regarding the birds of the sea cliffs as they may be 
seen at haunts like Handa Island, Flamborough Head, the Bass 
Rock, Fowl’s Heugh, Ailsa Craig, Foula, and other *“‘ bird- 
bergs,”” as they may be called. These places have similar 
tenants, sometimes throughout the year, as in the case of cor- 
morants and _ kittiwake 
gulls ; in other cases, at 
the breeding season only, 
as in the case of guille- 
mots and puffins. It is 
interesting to enquire 
what these birds have 
in common, how they 
are adapted to their 
haunts, and why they 
occur in some places and 
not in others. As to 
the last point, it is plain 
that the only sea cliffs 
that are of much _ use 
are those with shelves 
or ledges on which the 
birds can rest and nest, 
and that those are best 
which consist of strati- 
fied rocks, e.g., of 
sandstone or conglomer- 
ate, for these provide 
tier after tier of shelves 
for hundreds of feet, like 
a giant’s bookcase. At 
the same time, many 
densely populated bird- 
bergs are granitic, as at 
the Bullers of Buchan ; 
while others consist of 
some igneous rock like 
basalt. The sine qua non 
is the presence of 
shelves and nooks on 
which eggs can be laid.

that swim on the 

surface in companies and take a quick header just when 
the vessel is upon them—curious mixtures of inquisitive- 
ness and timidity. If these birds have sharp-pointed beaks 
they are guillemots, dark slate grey or dark brown above, and 
brilliant white below. For the greater part of the year they are 
rovers on the open sea; it is only in spring and summer that 
they frequent the cliffs. They are true migrants, although 
there is no land which can be called their winter quarters. 
On the surface they float buoyantly, or swim rapidly with their 
long webbed feet ; under water they use their long narrow wings. 
They are not fond of flying on the open sea, but, if suddenly 
alarmed, they may take to wing and hurry spluttering over the 
waves. On the cliffs they shuffle about somewhat awkwardly, 
with the whole of the instep (tarso-metatarsus) horizontal, 


but they never lose their footing, and they are able to alight © 


and to scramble an very steep gradients of rock. It is 
interesting to notice that the young guillemot stands with its 
instep almost vertical, as in ordinary birds. The splay-footed- 
ness is secondary. 

When spring comes the rovers return from the open sea 
to the cliffs which have been deserted all the winter. ‘The reasons 
why so many hundreds of thousands congregate in one locality 





are simply that the number of suitably shelved sea cliffs is 
comparatively small, that the guillemots are scions of a gregarious 
stock (plovers), and that it is instinctive in migratory birds 
to return to the place of their birth. Of course, no cliff is of 
any use unless there is good fishing in the vicinity. 

Guillemots have a courtship ceremonial of their own— 
twining their necks together, nibbling at one another’s plumage, 
interlocking their bills and swaying their bodies, bowing pro- 
fusely, and wagging their heads from side to side. One is 
often seen running its bill down the front of the breast until 
it reaches the rock, then jerking it up again. This is like a 
male’s performance ; but, as the sexes are practically identical, 
it is difficult to tell what part is the cock’s initiative and what 
the hen’s response. 
They seem to be mono- 
gamus, and both parents 
share in brooding (as 
their worn patches 
show) and in bringing 
food to the young bird. 


GUILLEMOTS’ EGGS. 


There are several 
points of great scientific 
interest in regard to the 
egg. ‘There is normally 
only one in the season, 
and there is not room for 
more than one at a time. 
It is held lengthwise 
underneath the body— 
the bird facing the cliff 
—and it is in part lifted 
on to the long feet, with 
its narrower end towards 
the tips of the toes. 
The shape is markedly 
top-like, and the utility 
of this, according to 
Darwin, is that if the 
egg be jostled by the 
wind or by the parent’s 
feet, it does not readily 
roll on the ledge, but 
rotates on its short axis 
without moving from its 
position. It must be 
remembered, however, 
that if guillemots and 
other auks sprang from a 
plover stock, as the 
expert ornithologists tell 
us, then the top shape is 
a legacy. ‘The original 
adaptation in the 
plover’s ground-nest 
may have been to allow 
four or so eggs to lie 
within the limited space 
—the narrower ends pointing to the centre. If this be sound, 
we may still agree with Darwin that the shape was retained 
in the auk family, even when there is but one egg, because 
of the secondary advantage stated—that it prevents the egg 
rolling off the 6in. to 12in. shelf into the sea. It must be 
noted, however, that many eggs are knocked off, after all. 

As to colouring and markings, the eggs of the guillemot 
probably show a greater range of variability than those of any 
other bird, and that is saying a great deal when we remember 
the heterogeneity in lapwing, black-headed gull, and cuckoo. In 
the large Fenton collection in the University of Aberdeen there 
are no two alike, and each is an individuality. The ground 
colour may be white, creamy, yellow, blue or green; and the 
variety of spots, blotches, wisps, scrolls and flourishes is endless. 
The egg moves in the oviduct before the paint is dry! It has 
been suggested that the individuality of coloration enables 
the mother bird to recognise her own egg; but this is highly 
improbable, especially as the extrinsic dirtiness of the egg 
often hides the distinctive features. What, then, is the bio- 
logical interpretation ? (1) If the guillemots and their relatives 
sprang from a plover stock, there might be exuberant varia- 
bility to start with. (2) Since the eggs of guillemots and

razorbills are very safe because of their inaccessibility and the 
gregariousness of the birds, there may have been a suspension 
of the sifting action of Natural Selection, so that the spring of 
variability has overflowed exuberantly. It is useful to look 
over a few hundreds of guillemots’ eggs just to get a vivid 
impression of what variability means. If in the course of time 
there should arise a life or death demand for guillemots’ 
eggs of a particular colour, e.g., like pudding-stone rock, 
there is abundance of material from which Nature might 
select 

The incubation lasts for about a month, and then begins the 
strenuous business of feeding the fluffy youngster, which eats 
heavily and sleeps much. The parent bird brings one fish at 
a time, and we have often watched a continuous procession, each 
bird with a sand-eel sticking out of its mouth. One of the 
incidents that give rise to squabbling is when a bird coming in 
from the sea has his or her fish stolen just before delivery. ‘Then 
we hear the “‘ murre-murre”’ rising into indignant protest and 
continued from shelf to shelf, as if many said, “‘ Not fair, not fair.” 
It increases in volume when a great black-backed gull sails about 
with evil intent. We may notice that when guillemots fight, 
whether with one another or against an intruder, they lunge 
with their bills closed, but open them just at the last moment, 
giving a strong bite or nip. 

Both parents may, be seen caressing their offspring, but 
after a month or so the tinie comes for firm measures—the 
initiation to marine life. Before the young bird is able to fly 
it is jostled off the cliff into the sea, where it is at first greatly 
embarrassed. Sometimes the first step is taken in a gentler 
way, for good observers have seen a parent bird carrying its 
young one on its back down to the water, and this is likely 
to be the case when the cliff is several hundred feet high. A 
third method of initiation is vouched for, that the parent seizes 
its offspring ‘‘ by the scruff of the neck ” and carries it down. 
In any case the young guillemots have to be accustomed to the 
sea before the time of migration comes, when restlessness seizes 
the myriads and the cliffs know them no more for half a 
year. 

RAZORBILLS. 

First cousin of the guillemot and in a general way similar 

in structure and habits, the razorbill may be readily distinguished 


by the laterally compressed bill, with white lines on it, and by- 


the strong white line running from beak to eye. The coloration 
is also different ; -the dorsal parts are black with a greenish 
gloss, the throat and foreneck show velvety-brown. The under- 
parts have the same brilliant white colour as in the guillemot. 
On the shelves of the sea cliff the cousins usually keep more or 
less apart, living, as it were, in different streets of the same 
town. The razorbills prefer crevices and overhung nooks.

There is considerable competition for suitable nesting corners, 
and the birds tug furiously at one another with their bills inter- 
locked. When a suitable nook has been secured it is jealously 
guarded, and trespassing is much resented. 

There seems to be pairing for life, and it is highly probable, 
though unproved, that the same pair return to the same corner 
in successive years. Razorbills do not go in for the profuse 
bowing that is seen among courting guillemots, but ‘they are 
more vocal in their love-making, and show billing and nibbling 
caresses just like those of their relatives. ‘These resemblances 
and differences between closely allied forms are very instructive, 
and we may cite a few more. In both cases the two parents 
incubate the single egg for the same time (thirty days), but the 
interior of a razorbill’s eggshell held against the light is‘greenish, 
whereas it is yellowish white in the case of all guillemots, except 
when the outside of the shell is blue-green. The variability of 
egg colouring is distinctly less in the razorbill than in the guille- 
mot, but there is a wide range compared with that of- ordinary 
birds. In both types the young bird is fed on small fishes, but 
the guillemot carries one at a time lengthwise, while the razorbill 
carries several crosswise. Both kinds drink salt water. ‘The 
razorbill’s diving is uncommonly clever—a perpendicular dis- 
appearance ; one gets a glimpse of the vanishing tip of the tail 
before one realises what the bird is doing. 


PUFFINS. 


Belonging to the same family as the guillemots and the 
razorbills, the puffins are highly individualised birds, marked 
by the stocky form, short neck, orange-yellow legs and large, 
laterally compressed bill, brilliant in scarlet, blue, orange and 
white. To watch thousands of them at midsummer on a 
breeding cliff is to enjoy one of the most cheerful sights in the 
world. In one haunt in the Hebrides, thirty vears ago, their 
numbers were estimated by Professor Newton at three millions ; 
but their ranks in most localities have been severely thinned 
since then, in spite of the fact that they are no longer much 
used for food. When alert they stand bolt upright and look 
as if they were resting on their tails. But this is an illusion, 
for it is only when they walk about or crouch for a spring that 
puffins plant more than their toes on the ground. When they 
are resting at their ease their pose sinks from the upright to the 
horizontal. 

Puffins have short, narrow wings, but their flight is rapid 
and often zig-zag. When they launch themselves from the 
cliff, head down, wings up, webbed feet spread out behind, they 
often describe a fine whirring sweep before they alight with a 
splash in the sea. They paddle on the surface with their feet, 
but they swim underneath the water with their wings. It may 
almost be said that they fly under water. Unless helped by a 


head wind, they find it difficult to rise into the air, and they often 
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splash along for some distance before they are clearly launched in 
flight. Sometimes we see a flock of them wheeling in unison 
like shore birds, recalling the fact that auks are related to plovers. 

Puffins are summer visitors and they prefer the top of 
the cliff where there is some soil, for they use their “ coulter- 
neb ” and their toe nails to make a yard long burrow. The 
male is said to do most of the tunnelling, and we cannot wonder 
that he often takes advantage of a rabbit’s labours. At the breed- 
ing season the males fight vigorously, flapping their wings and 
churning the water. There is billing and bowing between the 
sexes, and the head is often jerked upwards with the yellow 
mouth wide open. 


THE PUFFIN’S BILL. 


The extraordinary bill is at its best at the breeding season’ 
but it is the same in both sexes. It is covered with nine brilliant 
plates of horn which are shed later on, changing the size, the 
shape and the coloration. As the plates correspond to reptiles’ 
scales, the outer covering of which is periodically moulted, 
we see in the puffin’s seasonal shedding of bill plates a 
disclosure of ancestry—a harking back to the extinct saurian. 
While most of the auks lay their eggs on a bare shelf, the

puffin lays in a rough grass nest at the far end of the burrow. 
If one tries to get at the bird, it is well to put gloves on, for the 
puffin bites shrewdly and does not readily let go. A terrier 
has been known to emerge from a composite burrow with 
three or four birds hanging on to him. There is a single egg 
usually dull white (in great contrast to the guillemot’s or the 
razorbill’s), and both parents brood for about a month. For as 
long again the fluffy youngster requires to be fed, and we see 
the parents bringing in small fishes, several at a time, held cross- 
wise in the mouth. As many as eleven have been counted in 
one mouthful, and there are often four or five. It is an old 
puzzle how the number of fishes is added to without the loss of 
previous captures ; but perhaps the solution is to be found in 
the grip of the tongue and of some spines in the mouth. It is 
often necessary to fly several miles to the nearest fishing ground, 
but puffins have no lack of energy. On the bird cliff they seem 
to have a good deal to say to one another—purring, creaking, 
expostulating, soothing and laughing in their throats. It seems 
to us that they have four or five different words : the commonest 
is a long, deep, slowly rising ‘“‘awe.”” At the end of summer, 
with one accord, parents and children forsake the cliffs and 
make for the open sea. 





DABOSSA.-—I

AVING now the wherewithal to fit out a real good 
safari from the sale of my ivory, I proceeded to dis- 
charge my Baganda porters and to engage in their place 
Wanyamweze. Bagandas being banana-eaters had 
shown themselves to be good lads enough, but poor 
“doers” on ground millet, flour and elephant meat. Dysentery 
was their trouble. Whereas Wanyamweze seemed capable of 
keeping their condition indefinitely under severe safari conditions. 
All my former boys had a good pay-day coming to them, 
as, of course, they had been unable to spend anything while in 
Karamojo. Consequently they one and all went on the burst. 
A few new clothes from the Indian shops and the rest on native 
beer was the rule. When drinking largely of native beer no 
other food is required as the whole grain is contained in it. My 
two Nandi cowherds spent hardly anything of their wages. The 
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only things I ever saw them buy were a fat sheep and two tins of 
sweet condensed milk. ‘They rendered down about two quarts 
of fat from the tail of the sheep, poured in the contents of the 
milk tins, stirred it well and drank it off. 

This time bullocks were not employed, donkeys taking their 
place. It was in connection with the buying of these donkeys 
that a remarkable feat of foot-travelling came to my notice. 
A trader wished to sell to me some donkeys—probably raided 
which he had left at Mani-Mani about 150 miles away. He offered 
a Karamojan a cow as reward for bringing them down in time 
for me to buy and the boy had them there at the end of the fourth 
day. As nearly as I could ascertain he had covered 300 miles 
in 100 hours. 

We crossed the Turkwell about 102 strong, this number not 
including women and camp followers. At Mani-Mani and 
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Bukora some of our cows were exchanged for sheep, goats and 
donkeys. A decent cow would bring sixty sheep or goats. 
A donkey was the equivalent of ten sheep or goats. Having now 
so many mouths to feed it was necessary to buy many donkeys. 
I raised our donkey strength to 160. This meant that I could 
have constantly loaded about eighty. They were chiefly em- 
ployed in carrying grain to our base camp in Dodose, sometimes 
from Mt. Elgon, where banana flour could be got, over 200 miles 
away, or from the country near the Nile, 150 to 200 miles distant. 
Throughout all this trekking, with two donkeys to one saddle, 
they never had a sore back. 

On our arrival at Mani-Mani we found the Swahili village 
almost deserted. Everyone was out on a raid. They had 
reckoned that no one in their senses would return to the wilder- 
ness so soon as I had. ‘They could not conceive how I had spent 
the proceeds of all that ivory in so short a time. I learnt that 
they were out against the Dabossans in whose country I meant 
to hunt. I therefore laid out my route so as to intercept the 
returning raiders. 

Passing through Bukora we were greeted as old friends, a 
very different reception to our first. Pyjalé immediately joined 
up and after taking a few good bull elephants from the Bukora- 
Kumamma neutral zone we trekked leisurely and heavily laden 
northwards. : : 

At the last village of Bukora we met commotion and wailing. 
The occasion was the murder of three young Bukora girls of 
marriageable age at the hands of some roving band of Jiwé bloods. 
These affairs were of quite common occurrence and the natives 
could never understand the disgust and abhorrence they drew 
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exhilarating, but also more harmful in their after-effects. Poke 
or flying by night, sitting up for elephant or lion, provide quicker 
pulse-beats between periods of intense boredom, but for level 
quiet enjoyment give me the camp-chair by the camp-fire 
with a crowd of happy and contented natives about and the 
prospect of good hunting in front and the evidence of good 
hunting by your side. Looking back on my safaris I can discern 
that they were quite exceptionally happy little collections of 
human beings. For one reason, health was simply splendid. 
Everyone was well and amply tented. All slept warm and 
dry. Mosquitoes were rare and stomachs full. Fun was of 
poor calibre, perhaps, but high animal spirits were there to 
make the most of it. The boys had their women—wives they 
called them. Tobacco could be traded from the natives or 
bought at cost price from the safari slop-chest. 

Fighting among the men was always settled in the ring 
and with 40z. gloves provided by me. When this was 
found too slow—and they sometimes pounded each other 
for an hour on end, rounds being washed out—sticks were 
provided and the thing brought to a head more rapidly 
with the letting of a little blood. When the women 
bickered too persistently a ring would be formed, permission 
got and the two naggers dragged in. Each would then 
hitch up short her cloth about her ample hips and, after 
being provided with a hippo-hide whip, at it they would go 
with fire almost equal to that of the men. But with this differ- 
ence. Where the men used their heads and tried to prevent 
the other from injuring them, the women waited motionless 
and guardless for each other’s strokes. It was the most

from me. I was eventually able to stop the killing of females, 
at least while 1 was in the country. 

Pitching camp late one night in the fighting zone between 
Bukora and Jiwé, lions were sighted leaving the rocky hills for 
the game-covered plains. Although almost dark I succeeded in 
killing two within a short distance of camp. I returned and was 
seated by the camp-fire when I heard alarming shouts from the 
direction of the dead lions. In this kind of life something is 
constantly turning up and one soon learns to be always ready. 
‘The occurrences are so simple as to require but simple remedies. 
Everything seems to demand the presence of a rifle and just an 
ordinary sense of humour to transform an imminent tragedy 
into African comedy. Seizing my .275 I rushed through the 
darkness towards the shouts, and what I found was that one lion 
had been skinned and the other half flayed when it had suddenly 
come to life again. The boys said that as they were removing 
its skin it suddenly and without warning stood up, opened its 
mouth and rushed at them. But what I found was a half skinned 
lion with its head alive but the rest of it dead or paralysed. It 
could open its mouth and growl ferociously. Its springing at 
them must have been supplied by the boys’ imaginations or to 
excuse their headlong flight. Some nerve must have suffered 
damage in the lion’s neck, leaving the body paralysed but the 
head active. One of the boys had been seated on it when it 
growled, and his account of the affair in camp raised bursts of 
deep-chested Nyamwezi laughter. 

These camps in the wonderful African nights of the dry 
season linger in my memory as the most enjoyable I have ever 
experienced. Other nights have been more exciting and more

extraordinary form of fighting ever seen. A. would catch B.a 
stinging swinger on the back and stand waiting for B. to give 
her a frightful cut across the shoulders. And so on it would 
go—szwip! szwop !—-for about ten minutes, when B. would 
suddenly cast her whip on the ground and flee, A. in hot pursuit, 
while shouts of laughter greeted the decision, especially strong 
when either combatant lost her last shred of cloth. I must say 
the women never bore malice and were always great friends 
afterwards. Even during the fighting they never showed 
vice, for they could as easily as not have cut the eye out of 
their unguarded opponent. Yet I never saw anything approach- 
ing an injury inflicted in these affairs. 

Then in the evenings there was football. When I first 
introduced this game I tried to teach them rugger. They were 
born rugger players. Fast, bare-footed, hard, muscular and 
slippery, they cared not at all for the ant-heaps, boulders or 
thorn bushes which littered their day’s playground. After 
carrying a hundredweight all day, pitching camp, building thorn 
bomas for the animals and bringing in firewood for the night, 
they would go to rugger until dark. So bad were some of the 
injuries sustained, owing to the bad terrain, that a new game 
had to be evolved more suited to the ground. After various 
trials a game was settled upon which seemed to suit. It was 
simply a kind of massed rush in which any number could engage. 
Goals were marked out at distances one from the other to suit 
the ground. Then the ball was placed at half-way and the 
two opposing sides drawn up in line about 15yds. from it. 
At a signal both sides charged full tilt at each other, meeting 
about where the ball was. Then the object was to get the ball 
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by hook or by crook to the goal. No off-side, no boundaries, 
no penalties, no referee and no half-time. Darkness terminated 
the game. So hard was the ground and so incessant the wear 
on the ball that it was seldom one lasted a month. How they 
could kick it without breaking their toes always puzzled me. 

Our reputation had preceded us, and we were welcomed 
by the Jiwé people. So much so that they, wished for blood- 
brotherhood, but I evaded it. We hunted happily in their 
country for some time and learnt of an attack on their country 
by a Nile tribe with numerous guns of muzzle-loading type. 
The Jiwé with spears alone had not only repulsed the attackers 
but had massacred most of them. Inadequate supplies of 
munitions had been their downfall. The firearms which 
had been picked up by the Jiwé had since been traded off to 
Swahilis. 

While chasing elephant in the Jiwé country one day we 
happened to start some ostrich running. They took the same 
line as the fleeing elephant and soon overhauled them. When 
close up the cock bird suddenly began the fantastic dashes here 
and there usually seen in the breeding season. One of his 
speed efforts took him close past a lumbering bull elephant 
on the outside of the little herd. These elephants had already 
been severely chased and several of their number had been 
killed. When, therefore, the black form of the ostrich raced 
up from behind him the poor old elephant nearly fell over 
with fright. His trunk shot out and his ears looked like umbrellas 
turned inside out by a sudden gust. But recovering almost 
instantly, he settled back to his steady fast retreat. 

Our next country northwards was Dodose, where I proposed 
to establish the base camp. On entering it we found it high- 
lying country among steep little granite hills. We were well 
received and soon became friendly. Some wonderful elephant 
country was reached from Dodose, and it was here that I got 
my heaviest ivory. Buffalo were also very numerous. It was 
beautiful hunting country, as elephant could frequently be 
found, with glasses, from one of the numerous hills. 

It was now the dry season; there was, for that reason, 
only one route to or from Dabossa, where the Swahili raid was 
on. I therefore put a look-out post on this route to bring me 
news of anyone coming south on this trail. This post consisted 
of four of my best Wanyamweze boys with two natives. As 
soon as any sign of the returning raiders was seen the boys 
were to send a native with the news while they remained to 
try to keep any Swahilis until my arrival. I had expected 
the raiders to have a fore-guard of some sort and that I weuld 
have time to arrive on the scene between its arrival and the 
coming of the main body. Instead of this, up marched the 
whole body of raiders, cattle and captives, all in charge of my 
four stalwarts. What they had told the Swahilis lay in store 
for them I never learnt, but it was evidently something dreadful, 
judging by the state of panic they were in. I counted their 
guns and took their captives—all women—and cattle from them, 
warned them that next time they would land up in prison or 
be shot, and sent them packing. 

After a considerable hunt in and around Dodose, it was 
now time, the first rains being imminent, to be moving north- 
wards towards Dabossa. In entering new country for elephant 
it is always best to get there when the first rains are on, as the 
animals then desert their dry-season thick haunts for the open 
country. 

Before approaching the inhabited part of Dabossa I knew 
that it would be necessary somehow to get into communication 
with the natives. They had just recently been raided and would 
be very nervous and likely to attack any strangers approaching 
their country. The Dabossan cattle recently taken from the 
raiders were therefore placed in the charge of some of the Dodose 
notables, while I and a good little safari headed northwards, 
taking with us all the captive women. 

When still about forty miles from Dabossa it became evident 
from signs that Dabossans were about. We therefore camped by 
water and built a strong thorn boma. Everyone was warned not 
to leave the boma at night, but one of my personal boys—a 
brainless Kavirondo—thinking perhaps that orders were not 
meant for him, broke camp and was promptly speared. His 
cries effectually roused the camp, but the extent of his hurt bore 
little resemblance to the volume of his noise. He had a nice little 
spear thrust in a tender spot. 

The boy’s misfortune was promptly turned to account, for, 
after stilling his cries, we got the Dabossan captives to shout into 
the night all our news. Our reason for being there, our intentions, 
how we had their cattle ready to return to their owners—so far 
had the narrative got when first one voice from the dark and then 
others began asking for news of such and such a cow or heifer, 
so-and-so’s bull or bullock. Later women or girl captives were 
asked after. Eventually men appeared and were persuaded to 
come to camp. Relations became friendly almost at once. 
At daybreak it was arranged for some of the natives to go at 
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once to Dabossa and spread the news, while others accompanied 
some of my boys back to Dodose in order to identify their cattle. 
This was thought necessary as we did not know the cattle from 
any others, and also because it was almost certain that the Dodose 
notables would try to palm off their duds in place of the good 
Dabossan animals. Meanwhile I remained hunting the sur- 
rounding country. 

In a few days there arrived a runner from Dodose with the 
news that my Dodose notables had held a meeting and, courage 
brewed by numbers and beer, had flatly refused to give up the 
Dabossan cattle left in their charge. Not knowing my native 
gentlemen quite as well as I ought to have, and that courage so 
rapidly got was as rapidly lost, | was on the point of rushing back 
to Dodose when another runner arrived saying that all was well 
and that notable after notable had singly and surreptitiously 
returned the full tally of cattle left with him. I was relieved to 
hear this, as these constant native palavers were taking up a 
great deal of my hunting time. 

The cattle soon arrived, drank up our small pool of water and 
we pushed off all together for Dabossa. ‘The captive women 
were now, of course, quite free to go or stay and, without excep- 
tion, they remained with us in idleness until removed by their 
men folk on our arrival in Dabossa. Had I allowed it, most of 
them would have remained as ‘‘ wives’ to my men rather than 
go back to the heavy work of tiiling in their home gardens. 

We had a huge reception in Dabossa. ‘There must have heen 
close on 5,000 spears assembled in the huge open space where we 
camped. Pow-wows were the order of one long weary day when 
the cattle were handed over and the captives returned to their 
relations. Peace for us at any rate was assured, but when I told 
the Dabossans that no one would attack them and that thev ought 
to trade peacefully, they swore they would massacre every Swahili 
who might venture near their country. After I had explained my 
wish to hunt elephant, an old woman got up and made a long 
speech to the effect that they owed everything to me and that they 
ought to give me a pair of tusks. This they did, not particularly 
large ones. But what was better than tusks was guides to the 
Murua Akipi (Mountain of Water) country, said to abound in 
elephant. 

This Murua Akipi was the aim of my journey. I had heard 
of it from native sources. It was a wonderful country where 
anything might happen. Huge elephant lived there. Bad 
Abyssinians came there. Elephant cemeteries were to be found 
there. Water which killed whoever drank it was there and which 
looked so cold and clear. No white man had ever seen it, 
although every traveller was supposed to be trying to reach it for 
the mysterious ‘‘ thahabu”’ (gold) it contained. In fact, if one 
asked for anything under the sun anywhere within a radius of 
one hundred miles he would be referred to that mysterious blue 
peak, Murua Akipi. 

We trailed along through monotonous cultivated country for 
several days. Then coming to the end of Dabossa we entered on 
an exceptionally large deserted zone. Here hardly anyone ven- 
tured, as Habashi (Abyssinian) prowlers might be met. For 
several days the large open cotton-soil plains, with bands of thorn 
bush, were covered with great numbers of ostrich and topi 
hartebeest. Abyssinians had recently raided the outskirts of 
Dabossa and all the boys were rather nervous, having heard 
dreadful tales of the Habashi. 

We were not long in coming on signs of Habashi methods. 
Away over the plains some small] black objects were seen. Zeiss 
showed them to be people, apparently women, seated on the 
ground. At closer range there were seven of them, all young 
women. Closer still, they appeared to be bound in a sitting 
posture, and all were in a very bad state. For one thing, their 
tongues all protruded and were black and fly covered. ‘This was 
thirst. Their arms were passed inside the knee and were lashed 
securely to the outside of the ankle, and so used they were 
abandoned in this shameless fashion to rescue on the one hand 
or death from thirst on the other. 

Having water with us we soon released them and gradually 
forced sufficient moisture between tongue and teeth. Contrasted 
with those dreadful tongues how perfectly beautiful primitive 
man’s teeth appeared. Small, regular and widely set apart from 
each other, nothing seems to tarnish their whiteness. 

These hardy creatures soon recovered sufficiently to stand 
up, and we packed each on a donkey to our next camp, where 
sufficient water for all was got. ‘The next day we sent them off to 
their homes, feeling pretty certain there could be no Abyssinians 
between us and Dabossa, as water was still scarce. 

We now sighted Murua Akipi as a minute tooth of pale blue 
just cutting the horizon. I thought we would reach it in two 
days, but it required four days of long marching to reach a small 
kopje a few miles from its base. That tiny tooth grew larger and 
larger each day until it looked an enormous size. I daresay it is 
not more than 2,000 or 3,00oft., but being surrounded by huge 
plains it shows to great advantage. 
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“JOCK,” HIS FRIENDS AND ENEMIES

JOCK is a sand lizard. I have now had 
him eighteen months. He was caught near 
an old china clay mine in the neighbourhood 
of Poole in Dorset. He was caught while I 
was on my _ holidays, that is three days 
before I went home; during which time he 
resided in a jam-jar with a slow-worm, which 
escaped next day (into the drawing-room) and 
was never found. After ten hours cooped up in a bait-can he 
arrived home and was deposited in a glass reptile cage with 
five viviparous lizards. Jock did not do anything unusual 
until four of the common lizards had young, and Jock promptly 
devoured two before he could be captured and placed in another 
cage, with him we put the fifth common lizard, who was a male 
and rejoiced 
under the 
name ot 
Ssandy.’’ 
Next day 
Sandy had 
seven young, 
of which Jock 
ate two, whose 
tails were discovered on the bottom of the cage; so that 
knocked on the head’’ my idea of Sandy being a young 
bachelor. In spite of Jock’s cannibal instincts he did not lose 
Sandy's friendship, of whom he was very fond. Sandy was a 
poor specimen of the common lizard, but Jock was as fine a 
specimen of the sand lizard as I could wish to have. Jock has 
three fingers missing on his right hand. 

We then let the other lizards loose in the garden with their 
children, as autumn was getting on. By the end otf October 
their colours went, Jock losing his green and assuming an un- 
interesting grey, and in another week they dug deep burrows 
and lined their nests with dry grass and moss; then retired 
for their long winter sleep. 

I did not see Jock until March, although Sandy awoke in 
February. For some reason or other they were both blind. 
However, Jock opened his eyes about a week afterwards, but 
Sandy was permanently blind. 

On March 31st, 1922, I went away for a holiday in Italy. 
I arrived home again with seven lizards; these are their names 
in order of size: Giovanni Danti, Dugald Lorenzo, Michael 
Angelo, Enrico Caruso, Augustus, Donald, and Salvatore 
( Sally ’’).. When this small army arrived home Jock became 
very excited, and when he tound that there was a female he cast 
his dirty old grey skin and became his original green. Dugald 
and Giovanni were never very polite to each other and trequently 
fought. One day, to Giovanni's joy, Dugald escaped. After

that there was peace in the vivarium. Then Augustus mysteri- 
ously disappeared, I wondered how until, next morning, I found 
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Enrico half-w-y out of the drain-pipe. I caught him and put 
him back in the cage; Jock had never expressed any wish to 
escape; once, indeed, when I put him outside the cage with 
the door open he deliberately walked back into it. 

But one afternoon, when Giovanni 
was at peace with the world and was 
enjoying himself in Jock’s private nest 
under the cactus pot, a terrible thing 
happened (for Giovanni). I was walking 
in the garden when suddenly I saw a 
green streak flash through the antir- 
rhinums. It was Dugald: I chased him 
into his hole, then, with the aid of the 
gardener, rooted him out and caught him. 
And so, when Giovanni was taking his 
afternoon siesta in Jock’s nest, his arch- DUGALD 
enemy was thrust in upon him. He 
promptly set on Dugald and drove him into a corner. Jock 
sympathised with Dugald, tamest and fiercest of lizards, because 
Giovanni had calmly annexed his own little cosy corner. But 
next day Dugald set out for speedy but terrible revenge. A duel 
took place, and Dugald and Giovanni were found locked in each 
other’s jaws; they were separated, but before noon next day 
Giovanni was lying on his back on the bottom of the cage, and 
Dugald was nursing his hurts in Giovanni's hole.

BRILLIANCE OF LADY 


THINK all who attended the first meeting of the autumn 

season at Newmarket will agree that the outstanding 

features, apart from some further samples of outrageous 

weather, were the brilliant performances of the three vear 

old filly Lady Juror and the two year old colt Drake. The 
one won the Jockey Club Stakes from some particularly moderate 
horses, and the other won the Rous Memorial Stakes in a canter. 
Both these distinguished winners are likely to influence events 
to come, and for that reason in particular it is interesting to 
dwell for a little on what they achieved. Lady Juror is really 
a very wonderful filly, for now she has won at five and six furlongs 
and at fourteen furlongs.- For how few in the modern history 
of the thoroughbred can this be claimed ? She is, as is generally 
known, one of the brilliant batch of fillies which were leased by 
the executors of the late Lord Manton to Mr. Somerville Tattersall, 
head of the famous firm of auctioneers. The others were 
Tetrabazzia and Blue Lady, each four years of age, Sister in 
Law, Two Step and Won by Waiting. Tetrabazzia has done 
big things this year, but how she came to lose the Royal Hunt 
Cup in the light of subsequent events is a mystery. Sister in 
Law has not been beaten, her two wins of this year being in 
good class and each being achieved in what is known as a canter. 
Two Step won the Portland Plate in 
most impressive style, for she carried top 
weight, though only a three year old, 
and the ground was very heavy. Blue 
Lady has won Handicaps, and Lady 
Juror, in addition to winning the Jockey 
Club Stakes at Newmarket last week, 
should never have been beaten at either 
York or Derby. Won by Waiting is the 
only one that has not won, and pro- 
bably the reason is that she was badly 
kicked at the start of a race at San- 
down Park and has, theretore, been 
prevented from running for her engage- 
ments since. Altogether the quintette 
of winners have brought in close on 
£30,000 in stakes for the very fortunate 
Mr. Tattersall. When he was wished a 
happy new year on the first of last 
January little did he imagine that the 
wish was to be fulfilled so magnificently ! 
In a few months he has realised what 
many rich and influential men on the 
Turf spend a lifetime in trying to 
achieve and all in vain. 

To hark back to Lady Juror, let 
me make it clear that the doubt in her 
case was as to whether she would stay 
the mile and three-quarters, since she 
had not been specifically trained to do 
so. Lord Derby’s Silurian was up 
against her and he had finished second 
for the St. Leger, but as against that 
he had met with a slight mishap in his 
stable and was also meeting Lady 
Juror on 16lb. worse terms than when 
at Derby he beat her by a head. No 
wonder that she won. Weight must tell, 
and the others were wholly incapable of taking away her brilliant 
speed. She was able to stay with them throughout and, instead 
of being exhausted by having to race further than at any time 
in her life, she had a large reserve of stamina on which to draw 
and win in amazingly easy style. It was a delightful exhibition, 
reflecting the utmost credit on herself and her trainer, who was 
thereby enabled to bring his winnings for the season to close on 
£50,000. It is a wonderful record of success, but such is Manton

history for year after year. 
of training to the stud, for Mr. Tattersall, under the terms of 
the lease, must return them at the end of this season to the 
executors of the late Lord Manton. Beyond all question their 
absence will be felt at Manton next year, but I suppose Alec 
Taylor will just set about creating other champions.

at the Houghton meeting at headquarters. Thus the pair are 
not likely to meet this year unless they be entered for the Hurst 
Park Great Two Year Old Stakes, which is fixed for Novem 
ber 18th and the entry for which is to close on Tuesday next. 
It may be recalled that the event was instituted a year ago 
witha sweepstake of £100 each and £1,000 added by the executive. 
Ten entries were stipulated for bringing the value to the winner 
up to £2,000, which is a fine prize to have dangling before the 
owner of a high-class two year old in November.

However, shall I name the winner now without knowing in the 
least what will be entered next week? Either Sister in Law 
or Lady Juror will win for Mr. Tattersall! Then; you will

understand that the three year old fillies of 1g22 are better than 
the colts, with the possible exception of Captain Cuttle. 

This week end’s racing at Kempton Park promises to be 
full of good things. To-day (Friday), for instance, there is the 
race for the Imperial Produce Stakes of six furlongs and the flying 
filly, Cos, is due to compete. or the first time she will be trying 
to win over six furlongs, and there are some quite good judges 
who are of the opinion that she will not stay the extra furlong. 
Personally, I shall believe it when I see it proved, and until 
then I shall expect to see Cos win this valuable race, which, 
by the way, will be her last of the season unless the Hurst Park 
race referred to should attract her trainer, Mr. Dawson. 
Miltiades, Bold and Bad and Erycina are the best of those 
that can oppose her, and of that trio I have a preference for 
Miltiades. Bold and Bad may not have got over his race for 
the Buckenham Stakes, for which he was unexpectedly beaten 
through being radically wrong, as was not, of course, discovered 
until afterwards. The Handicapper has set Two Step another 
big task for the Queen Elizabeth Handicap, but she will be hard 
to beat. On the Doncaster running Valley may trouble her 
more, as she meets her on 6lb. better terms. Isle of Wight is 
also fancied. 

On the second day there is the race for the Duke of York 
Stakes, and without making a long and perhaps tedious incursion 
into the form, I shall suggest that Tetrabazzia will win for the 
all-conquering owner, and that her most dangerous opponents 
are likely to be Royal Alarm and Poisoned Arrow. If you do 
not back Tetrabazzia, then Royal Alarm each way should show 
a profit. That is how I look at it at the moment, for there is 
no doubt that Royal Alarm is in great form just now, as he 
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showed both at Doncaster 
market. 

The Cesarewitch is due to be run on 
Wednesday next and, thank goodness, 
there is no Tishy to hypnotise us now. 
It is true she is to run again and that 
her owner, Mr. James de Rothschild, 
may not be afraid to back her, but she 
long ago forfeited her good name. _ I 
shall pass over the three year olds, which 
means eliminating Sanhedrim, which I 
saw well beaten for the St. Leger, and 
Ceylonese, which was third for that race. 
It may be that the form for the last of 
the classic races was rather contemp- 
tible, but it is no use having opinions 
without following them, which is why 
I shall look elsewhere for the winner. 
Flamboyant I finished with after Ascot, 
when he, too, may have finished with 
racing. He won the Goodwood Cup, but 
was strained to do so, and the subse- 
quent running of Cottage is no testi- 
monial to him. The sort of horse I like 
for the job is the genuine stayer, which 
always prevails in the long run and, 
therefore, I have much respect for the 
chances of such as Ballyheron, Double 
Hackle, Flint Jack and Halberdier. 
Double Hackle is a penalty carrier, but 
so was Yutoi, the winner of a year ago, 
and he will be a tough nut to crack 
unless I am much mistaken. I shall 
couple him and Halberdier, and hope to 
have named the winner.

He drove well from the 
tee, hit his second shots boldly, but found the greens a problem 
which I hope he will try to solve on many a future occasion.

The story of the medals is soon told. Mr. F. R. Scovel won 
the King William IV Medal with the splendid score of 75, playing 
perfect golf from tee to hole.

Before he left 
the Prince spoke to Alexander, the starter, who lost a hand in 
the war. Said the Prince: ‘‘ Well, Alexander, I haven’t been 
able to see much of you, come and see me at the Hotel before 
1 go. By the way, can you play golf ?’’ On Alexander replying 
that he did, the Prince asked what he went round in, and when 
he replied ‘“‘ about 98,’’ ‘‘ Goodness,” said the Prince, ‘‘ you 
go round in 98 with one hand and I take 119 with two!’”’ In 
one of his rounds the Prince noticed Andrew chuckling to himself. 
“What are you laughing at, Andrew?” ‘Eh, yer Royal 
Highness, I’m laffin at what the lassies is sayin’.”” ‘“ And 
what’s that,”’ asked the Prince. ‘‘ That y’ra bonnie wee laddie,”’ 
replied Andrew. 

As soon as he was changed after his watery round the 
Prince hurried to receive his LL.D. at the University.

COACHING 


OACHING correctly in any game is a gift. There 

are thousands of first-rate lawn tennis players, but 

if any of them was told to instruct a beginner, what 

a mess he would make’ of it. For a pupil who has 

never held a racket finds a difficulty in hitting the 
ball at all, even if allowed to hold the racket in his own way. 
I have seen a lady try for ten minutes to knock a shuttlecock 
over a Badminton net, hitting under and over the “ bird,” on 
the handle and on the wood of the bat, which caused me to 
think that if I could owe ten at the game I must be “ some ”’ 
flier! Now the easiest way to make a pupil hit the ball is 
to let him hold the ball lightly between the left finger and thumb 
and strike it away from that position, and the coach should never 
teach any stroke without showing its bearing on other strokes. 
Take this action, for instance, and show how identically it 
continues in the underhand service. Most of those who serve 
underhand toss the ball slightly before striking—this means 
two actions where one is sufficient. Let them try holding the 
ball about 18ins. from the ground, then take back the racket 
a fair distance and sweep the ball out of the fingers (carrying 
the racket right through), and not lifting the head, and I 
think they will find their service faster and more accurate. 
The heavy cut service can be done precisely with the same 
action. Now, again, the one stroke leads to the other, because 
one can point out to the pupil that by getting accustomed to 
strike the ball at this distance above the ground, if they allow a 
return to drop to this height they can not only be sure of getting 
it over the net, but into court. No beginners, however, should 
be allowed to play over a net until they can hit the ball a dozen 
times against a wall or practice board. No one should attempt 
to teach lawn tennis without making use of a practice board, 
as it is a pure waste of the pupil’s time and money. There is 
such a rush on lawn tennis and so much room for good instructors, 
that it seems a pity that those who instruct should not pass some 
examination to prove their ability to instruct. There are certain 
strokes, for instance, on the forehand: (1) low sweeping stroke, 
(2) same with cut, (3) square stroke, (4) top-spin, (5) chop, which

should all be taught in the manner in which they have been 
brought to perfection by good players—for instance, Ne. 1 by 
H. S. Grove, (2) E. W. Lewis, (3) W. Baddeley and E. Renshaw, 
(4) Ritchie and Parke, (5) Miss Ryan. All these strokes can 
be done on the backhand, but require a lot of patience to learn. 
If, however, the pupil can be taught the correct way of making 
the backhand plain straightforward stroke, he can attempt the 
others at his leisure. Tennis, like billiards, is gradually acquiring 
more “‘ touch” and accuracy. The number of services which 
are done (but not by any one player, except myself) are the 
Patterson, or Lenglen, the American “ reverse,’ the straight 
overhead without cut, the “ chop” from right or left shoulder, 
the underhand plain service and cut as done by Mrs. Beamish, 
the slow screw, forehand and backhand and the service where 
the ball is only thrown just in front of the head and hit with 
arm and wrist stroke. 

The perfection of coaching is to do the strokes in such an 
easy and graceful way that the pupil is convinced the game is 
easily learnt. In teaching, the beginner must be told that so 
long as his action is correct, he need not bother about what 
becomes of the ball. Hundreds are discouraged by not being 
able to hit the ball straight or low; they must be told “ it 
does not matter, you hit the ball with the correct action,” the 
placing is a question of time. Another thing which a coach 
should not do is to play sets; his business is to teach and he 
should confine himself to that. He can look on and coach 
pupils while they are playing, but I do not think, from my 
experience, it'does them much good. When they have learnt 
to make good strokes in practice over the net, placing every 
stroke, then they can enjoy a game, but with a “ coach ”’ looking 
on at a high fee it is not worth the candle. 

The more strokes you learn the more enjoyable the game 
and the easier you find them. I frequently take the ball behind 
my back or between my legs, and young pupils are very keen 
to do the same, and I encourage it because it makes the eye 
and hand work together and so helps greatly in all half 
volleys.

ER Majesty the Queen, on August 15th, in the course of 

a veritable Royal progress through the Cotswolds, 

visited Little Sodbury Manor and received the hospi- 

tality of the Baron de Tuyll. Though Her Majesty 

was perhaps unconscious of the fact, she was taking 
almost exactly the road that King Henry VIII and Queen Anne 
Boleyn followed, near four hundred years ago, when they were 
making a Royal progress through Gloucester and Wiltshire. 
That was in 1535, inJuly; King Henry came from Thornbury 
Castle, where he had spent ten days preceding July 25th, and 
slept that night at Sodbury with Sir John Walsh. Queen Mary 
paid a visit to Thornbury Castle and passed the same way, 
taking tea on August 15th with the Baron de Tuyll. 

From the bottom of the valley, perched upon a side of 
which it stands, the Manor House of Little Sodbury seems 
to jut out of the hill like a cliff, with the green of the meadows 
continuing above its roof to the skyline. Nor is this impres- 
sion dispelled by nearer approach, for the hill upon which 
it is built slopes at an angle which it is difficult to walk 
upon, and only a deep trench behind gives air and light 
to the ground floor windows. Thus sheltered from the 
north the house is warmed by the sun when it is on 
the south, and looks down upon the Bristol - Gloucester 
road in the valley, along which, before the time of the rail- 
ways, much of the trade of the Southern Midlands made its 
way. Chipping Sodbury, situated’ on the road from London

to the passage across the Severn, was in former days a thriving 
community which obtained a charter in Edward I’s reign 
and thus possessed an importance that cannot be said to 
remain to-day. 

For ages the site has been inhabited, for on the crest above 
is Sodbury camp, one of a line of fortified posts of the Roman 
invasion. On the southern face of the range of hills, 
therefore, in the full warmth of the sun and some way down so 
that a man had not too long a climb to get there, yet high enough 
to be near the fort in case of emergency, was the obvious site for 
a peace-time dwelling house ; for the place can never have been 
one of defence, seeing that an active enemy could with little 
pains jump upon the roof from the hanging hillside above. As 
the earthworks of the camp gradually fell into decay for lack of 
assailants, so we may suppose did the house take on a per- 
manent nature and become the sole home of the local lord 
of the manor; in short, become the manor house. In King 
Edward the Confessor’s day it was held by one Aluward or 
Aluard, but after the Conquest he seems to have been displaced 
by a new man from Normandy, Hugo Maminot, a vassal of the 
Bishop of Lisieux, who held lands in the surrounding country. 
Various men succeeded each other as Lords of the Manor, and 
under Edward II the Dispencers were for a space their liege 
lords. 

But of their hall, whatsoever form it took, no stone remains. 
Not until the beginning of the fifteenth century do we get to 
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within measurable distance of the building of the existing edifice. 
In the early part of that century a family of Stanshaws lived there, 
to whom succeeded a certain Richard Foster, about the time of 
Henry VII. Foster, having no sons, married his daughter to 
John Walsh of Olverton and made him his heir. That would 
be about 1491, when Foster seems to have died, though the 
marriage, with its settlement, was performed in 1485. Walsh 
may very possibly have been at Bosworth, fought that very year, 
on the side of Henry of Richmond, for he was in favour after- 
wards with the new king, though the battle was a considerable 
distance away; not so near as Tewkesbury, before which 
King Edward and his army had camped, within the dykes 
of Sodbury Fort. 

However that was, in the year before Foster’s death, namely, 
1490, an event happened of far greater consequence to the 
Walshs. William Lord Berkley, ‘‘ doubting ” as Dugdale has 
it, “that he should have no children; and taking occasion 
to except against his brother- Maurice, for not marrying with 
a person of honorable parentage (she was the daughter of Philip 
Meade, an alderman of Bristol) ; by an Indenture bearing date 
1487 he covenanted to assure the Mannor of Berkley,” with 
other lands, “‘ unto King Henry the Seventh and the Heirs male 
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of his body,” and John Walsh, together with Sir Robert Poyntz 
of Iron Acton, was named the king’s receiver for those lands. 
It may be believed that Walsh went not unremunerated for his 
trouble, especially since it would seem that at a later date he 
enlarged his house at Little Sodbury. 

The earliest house of which any remains now exist was 
erected apparently by the Stanshaws ; it was grouped around 
an irregular-shaped courtyard and entered on the south by 
a gate-house. The hall and entrance porch and part of the 
gate-house range still remain in the present building and are 
identified by the use of a hard Cotswold stone similar to that 
now quarried at Minchinhampton. 

When Walsh came into possession he seems to have 
done considerable works of alteration if not of addition. The 
kitchen was rebuilt, or more probably built in stone in place of 
an earlier structure of wood. ‘The eastern oriel of the hall 
was rebuilt. The two-storeyed building at the north end of 
the hall was extended along the north side of the court. The 
west oriel of the hall was destroyed to give place to a gallery of 
access to the new wing. A considerable amount of other work 
was done at this time which has since been destroyed, but 
many fragments of windows and fireplaces have been found, 
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particularly when the carriageway was cut on the east side 
of the house. 

Early in the sixteenth century the range of building to 
the south of the porch was erected. The charming little cor- 
belled bay window in its centre and the window to the south of 
it remain untouched. The eastern part of the north front was 
remodelled at the same time. There are traditions of a wing 
having been removed ‘‘ many years ago” from the other, 
northern, side of the building; it would seem to have been 
a prolongation of what we may call the gate-house range, and 
it is now covered by a block built by Mr. Brakspear, to whom 
we are indebted for the sympathetic rebuilding, just before 
the war, though the roughcasting of the walls, possibly very 
necessary, makes the task of distinguishing old fragments 
somewhat difficult. 

The hall is unusually lofty, with an open timber roof 
resting on stone corbels carved with angels holding shields. 
This roof is interesting as showing the backwardness of the 
countryside in the late fifteenth century, for it is of a steepness 
and general style which one expects a century previously, and 
no sign in it of the flattened pitch usually associated with Tudor 
work. It was lighted on each side by a pair of two-light windows 
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high up in the walls : under those on the west were the inserted 
Queen Anne windows which have lately been removed and 
replaced by copies of those above which give a very modern 
effect to the hall. At the south end were the screens, of which 
the easternmost section is original and im situ. Above the screens 
is an unusual but original feature consisting of a large room 
with half-timbered framing towards the hall (Fig. 2). At either 
end of the dais which occupied the north end of the hall were 
the usual oriels, of which the original arches from the hall 
remain. The eastern oriel remained until the destruction of 
the north wing, but the fragments of its window were preserved 
in a rockery. These have been carefully repaired and replaced 
in their original position. The stone-panelled soffit is as effective 
as it is unusual. This northern bay seems to have communi- 
cated to the west with the northern wing, already men- 
tioned as having been demolished early in last century, 
which apparently contained private apartments. At the 
south end of the hall behind the screens are two wide 
arches of Tudor work which seem to have taken the place 
of the usual serving doors to the kitchen and _ pantry. 
There is a similar arch in the north wing opposite the 
present entrance.

The hall is entered through a simple porch, with room 
above, which owing to the slope of the ground has the unusual 
feature of a flight of steps from the outer arch to the inner 
doorway. In the south wall of both porch and room above 
are perforated squints, doubtless to command the original 
gate-house.

The original kitchen was probably a timber one at the 
south end of the hall, which gave place at the end of the fifteenth 
century to the one now remaining. This has its fireplace, 
covered originally by a huge oak lintel, in the south wall. In 
the wall opposite are three wooden arched openings, of which 


the westernmost was the first serving hatch and the middle one 
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the entrance doorway: later, the hatch was walled up 
and the entrance door made into a hatch and a new 
doorway, the third opening, made against the east wall. 
The present window is made up of fragments found in 
the débris outside the kitchen when the new carriage- 
way was cut. 

John Walsh, at the time he enlarged his house, 
erected also a little church on the hillside just above, and 
it is a thousand pities that it was removed into the valley 
below during last century, though doubtless it is there 
more accessible. ‘The windows and tracery were trans- 
ferred, so that little but a doorway and low walls remain ; 
the doorway, however, is flanked by two sentinel yew 
trees that, even if the walls decay, will continue to mark 
the site. 

Such a place was Little Sodbury when John Walsh 
died, leaving it to his son of the same names, who later 
was knighted and whom we may therefore call Sir 
John. Sir John lived much of his life at Court, where 
he seems to have been an officer about the person of 
young Prince Henry, and his Champion at his Coronation. 
No doubt that interest which had secured his father 
the receivership of the Berkeley lands (which, by the 
way, were almost all recovered at about this time by 
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the unfortunate brother) launched the son into Court 
life; the receivership further influenced Sir John by 
finding him a wife in Sir Robert Poyntz’s daughter. 

By 1522 Sir John had transferred his attentions 
from the Royal child, who by then had arrived at 
considerably riper years, to his own family, increasing 
at Sodbury. For their education, being himself no 
mean scholar and accustomed to meet such men as Sir 
Thomas More and the rest of Henry’s brilliant circle, 
he secured one of the most remarkable men of the age 
as tutor for his children, and, though his sojourn here 
was brief, since he was of the kind who make a neigh- 
bourhood too hot to hold them in no long space of time, 
he seems to have here translated one of the lesser works 
by which his name is known. ‘The great work, which 
everybody has liked to think he translated at Sodbury, 
was probably scarcely begun while he was there. The 
great work was the Bible; the tutor was William 
Tyndale, then some thirty years of age. It would 
seem that Tyndale’s presence at Sodbury was yet 
another consequence of old John Walsh’s receivership ; 
for on the authority of a letter of John Stokesley’s (the 
Bishop of London) to Cromwell, Tyndale was the young 
brother of ‘‘ Edward Tyndale who was_ general 

).—BACK WINDOWS OF HALL, NOW A PASSAGE WAY. receiver of the lands of Maurice Lord Berkeley.” As 
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there is no reason why a receiver should 
have been appointed for Maurice’s 
lands, we are fairly safe in assuming the 
bishop to have confounded the Christian 
names of the then and the late Lord 
Berkeley, and therefore in asserting that 
Edward Tyndale was John Walsh’s 
superior in that affair. Both were sons 
of an old established West Country 
family— the Tyndales of Melksham 
Court—but William early in life gave 
signs of a _ restive independence of 
thought excessive even at that time ina 
scion of a squire’s house. Soon after he 
had become M.A. at Magdalen College 
he would “read privily to certain of 
the students and fellows of his college 
some parcell of divinity instructing 
them in the knowledge and truth of the 
scriptures,”’ and seven years later, when 
he came to Sodbury, he was appalled 
by the dogmatic rusticity of the clergy 
whom he discovered in the neighbour- 
hood. ‘Tutorial duties allowed him 
plenty of leisure in which to argue 
with these clerics, and once he was 
carried off to answer for his goings on to 
the Bishop of Gloucester, who, how- 
ever, was away (being, in fact, Giulio 
de Medici, later Pope Clement VII, a 
prelate who never came near his 
northern see), and was therefore dealt 
with by his chancellor, who seems to 
have “rated him as though he was a 
dog,” but dismissed him. When not 
engaged in controversy, Tyndale 
appears to have translated Erasmus’ 
Enchyridion for his pupils and to have 
meditated, if he did not actually here 
conceive, the idea of the translation of 
the Bible, for as a Parthian shot at 
some local and particularly positive 
priest he is said to have cried: “If 
God spare my life, ere many years I 
will cause a boy that driveth the plough 
shall know more of Scriptures than thou 
dost!” By July, 1523, Sir John Walsh, 
though he seems to have liked and 
certainly tolerated Tyndale, came to 
see that he could scarcely with decency 
or peace keep him in the neighbour- 
hood any longer. ‘Tyndale, moreover, 
was getting more and more engrossed 
in his translation scheme, and had 
neither the books to help him in that 
work nor the desire to go on teaching 
boys. The fiery herald of the English 
Reformation therefore left Sodbury 
behind for ever and set out for London, 
bearing with him, however, a letter 
from kind Sir John to Sir Henry Guild- 
ford, Master of the Horse. The tragic 
career of him to whom we owe much 
that is of the greatest beauty in our 
authorised Bible, and who subsequently 
was burned by the minions of the 
Emperor Charles V in Flanders, cannot 
further detain us, save that a_ final 
consequence of that remarkable receiver- 
ship (surely the most pregnant with 
distant results of any petty appointment 
ever made!) was that Tyndale lodged 
in Antwerp for some years before his 
martyrdom (in 1536) at the house of 
Thomas Poyntz, an English merchant 
adventurer and relative of Lady Walsh, 
who seems to have been in charge of 
the English House in that city, set aside 
by the Municipality in 1474 for 
merchants of this country. 

Twenty years after Tyndale had 
been consumed by fire, when Sir John 
Walsh was dead and his son Maurice, 
with a family of his own, was living 
where we left him doing lessons for 
the martyr, fire again consumed a 
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number of persons. In Sodbury heretics had from time 
to time been burnt at the stake, but this fire was not of 
that sort. Atkyns, the early eighteenth century county 
historian, best recounts the portent. “‘In 1556,” he 
says, “‘ died Maurice Walsh Esq together with seven of 
his children, occasioned by a fiery sulphureous globe 
rolling in at the parlour door at dinner time, which 
struck one dead at the table and caused the death of the 
rest. It made its passage through a window on the other 
side of the room.” In September, 1703, this dreadful 
phenomenon would seem to have repeated itself, for the 
parish register, stirred from its monotonous catalogue 
of births, deaths and marriages, bursts into a devout 
thanksgiving for that the then owner with his wife were 
wonderfully preserved from being burnt, and the house 
also, in a great storm whereby an infinite number of 
trees were torn up by the roots, and the ocean was 
brought in upon a spring tide, breaking the sea walls and 
overflowing the country ; 100,000 (sic) damage to Bristol. 
This would have been at the season of the equinoctial 
gales, and it is to be hoped that the present inhabitants 
will look to it that their parlour door be ever fast 
closed at such seasons. 

About 1608 the Walshes sold Sodbury to Thomas 
Stephens, a brother of Edward Stephens of Easington, 
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and Attorney to Prince Henry and Prince Charles. His 
son, Henry Stephens, was High Sheriff for the county 
in 1635 and about that date set on foot considerable 
additions to the house. It would be he who built the 
staircase at the south end of the hall and made the 
stairs shown in Figs. 4 and 6, which are contained in the 
turret-like erection peeping over the roof east of the 
Great Hall in Fig. 1. He transformed the south gable 
of the hall and added the room in the roof. He altered 
the corridor on the south side of the north wing and 
inserted new windows. Most of his new and altered 
rooms were fitted with panelling and stone fireplaces, of 
which the little room over the porch (Fig. 14) and that 
over the screens (Fig. 15) remain as he left them. The 
fireplace of the former room has his initials “‘H. S.” 
in the spandrels. The gate-house range and that occupy- 
ing the west side of the court were pulled down and are 
now only represented by foundations beneath the turf. 

Possibly owing to the damage of the storm of 
1703 considerable works were done to the house. The 
north wing was entirely remodelled, a new entrance 
lobby was made in the middle of the front, and windows 
were inserted having wooden mullions and _ transoms. 
The hall floor was dropped to the level of the north 
wing, and similar windows were inserted in the west 
wall. The original screen was encased with panelling, 
15.—THE PASSAGE ROOM. and a fireplace was inserted in the north end. 
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The wing to the south of the porch was remodelled at 
this time or shortly before, and the lower room had Queen Anne 
windows with stone mullions inserted, and a new fireplace was 
put in the opposite wall. 

Another fire occurred in Georgian times in the drawing- 
room and nearly destroyed the floor above. It doubtless injured 
the panelling of this room and the room over, which necessitated 
new panelling to be erected and new fireplaces to be formed. 
The windows in the west and south walls were converted to 
sash windows, and the stairs adjoining were made (Fig. 7). 
The beautiful Tudor doorway giving on to it in Fig. 5 has 
been moved from another part of the house and is obviously 
John Walsh’s work. The apartment corresponding to the 
drawing-room on the other side of the entrance hall was built 
by Mr. Brakspear on the site of the vanished north wing, 
and has lately been done up by Mr. Thornton Smith, as can 
be seen in Fig. 11, and forms a dining-room in the ancient 
manner. Very excellent is the Jacobean dining-table with its 
inlay and fluted baluster legs. 

To return, however, to Henry Stephens, in Charles I’s 
time. He panelled many of his rooms, including the little cham- 
ber over the porch (Fig. 14), and put in a fireplace marked H. S. 
in the spandrels, initials which recur on the fireplace in the 
passage room shown in Fig. 15, in another part of his additions.

In the second quarter of the eighteenth century the house 
passed to a relative named Packer, whose daughter and heiress 
was the second wife of Dr. David Hartley, a learned man and 
writer of ‘Observations on Man.” Till lately it continued 
with his descendants, in the form of two maiden ladies who, 
however, did not live here and were the impotent spectators of a 
decay in the old house which was only arrested when Lord Hugh 
Grosvenor purchased it on the eve of the war, commissioning 
Mr. Brakspear to do it up. No better choice could have been 
made, for Mr. Brakspear had just completed his excellent 
restoration of Great Chalfield Manor, Wilts. (CouNTRY LIFF, 
Vol. xxxv1), which was built some ten or fifteen years before 
John Walsh commenced Sodbury. 

There is much in common between the two manor 
houses, though the Wiltshire one is incomparably the finer, 
being a most remarkable building for its early symmetry 
and other late features, of which there are no signs at 
Sodbury, though in date, as we said, it is earlier. One 
curious feature, however, there is in both. In the hall at 
Chalfield, and above the arch in the Sodbury hall, shown in 
Fig. 8, is a large carved mask set in the wall, with apertures in 
its eyes and mouth, through which the master, seated in the 
chamber above, could keep an eye upon his servants in the 
hall.

CANALETTO’S CEREMONIAL APPEARANCES OF 


THE DOGE 


MONG the collections which own drawings by Antonio 
Canal, or Canale (1697-1768), the elder of the two 
artists, uncle and nephew, who bear the name of 
“ Canaletto,’’ the Royal Library at Windsor Castle and 
the British Museum are probably the richest. Perhaps 

the most interesting and attractive of his drawings at Windsor 
are the set of six views of the Thames, which were included in the 
exhibition of views of Old London at the Burlington Fine Arts 
Club in 1919. These were very skilfully reproduced a few years 
ago under the direction of the Hon. John Fortescue, His Majesty’s 
Librarian, and copies of these excellent publications can still 
be obtained, I believe, from Mr. J. Manley at Windsor (27, High 


Street). The British Museum drawings have not been so 
fortunate. A few of them, indeed, including the first-rate 


drawing of Old London Bridge, have been published by the 
Vasari Society, but the only attempt hitherto made _ to 
reproduce the very important series of Venetian subjects

with which this article deals was baffled by technical difficulties. 
The four drawings representing the state ceremonies that 
took place at Venice on the inauguration of a new Doge, which 
were bequeathed to the British Museum by Mr. George Salting, 
along with other fine specimens of Canaletto, in 1910, belong to 
a series of twelve, as we know from the engravings of the whole 
series by Giovanni Battista Brustolon, which appeared in folia 
form without date, but presumably in, or soon after, 1763, since 
they are preceded in the British Museum copy by a portrait of 
the Doge Aloisio Mocenigo, who was elected in April of that year, 
and it was no doubt the ceremonies attendant on his installation 
that furnished the occasion for Canaletto to depict the full series 
of solemnities. No record of provenance came with the four 
drawings to the Print Room, and it is not known where Mr. 
Salting acquired them, nor what has become of the other eight, 
which are probably extant, for it is unlikely that drawings of 
such size (15}ins. by 21?ins.) and obvious importance would be

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destroyed, though they may be preserved in some remote house 
where nobody who would appreciate their importance has seen 
them in recent times. It is possible, even, that the publication 
of the four known drawings in Country LIFE may rescue others 
of the series from oblivion. 

Mr. W. G. Constable has pointed out, in a recent article 
in the Burlington Magazine (December, 1921), that a complete 
series of twelve pictures of the same subjects is extant, of which 
seven are in the Louvre, two at Nantes, and one each at Grenoble, 
Toulouse and Brussels respectively. These have hitherto been 
ascribed to Guardi, but I cannot help agreeing with Mr. Constable 
that such an attribution is most improbable in view of all 
the evidence which points to Canaletto as the inventor of the 
series. The drawings are completely characteristic of Canale’s 
style ; no one would ever dream of attributing them to the less 
methodical hand of Guardi, and the express statement of the 
contemporary engraver Brustolon, ‘‘ Antonius Canal pinwit,’’ is 
important evidence to confirm what examination of the drawings 
themselves would lead us to believe. The meaning of ‘ pinxit,’’ 
by the way, must not be pressed too far, for the single sample 
given by Mr. Constable of a drawing and a picture of the same 
subject from the two series proves that the engraver had drawings 
before him, and not the pictures ; wherever the two diverge, and 
they do so in several details, Brustolon follows the drawing. 
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nation are the second, fourth, fifth and tenth of the series 
engraved by Brustolon. To learn the whole of what Canale has 
to show us, we must turn to the prints, since two-thirds of the 
drawings are inaccessible. The engraved description at the foot 
of each plate explains the subject. First we see the interior 
of San Marco, where the newly elected Doge, standing in the 
right-hand pulpit in the nave, is exhibited to the gaze of the 
people by the senior of the forty-one electors. A disorderly mob, 
composed of distinctly plebeian elements, is being forced back 
from the centre of the nave, to make room for the procession 
which has shortly to descend it, by constables armed with staves, 
while the *‘ pozzo”’ or “ sella gestatoria,”” in which the Doge is 
to be borne in procession, is being made ready to receive him 
beneath the choir screen. The more refined spectators view this 
rather Hogarthian scene from the galleries over the nave. In 
the second scene, for which we have the drawing (lig. 1), the 
Doge, after addressing the people from the pulpit, has left St. 
Mark’s and is being carried across the Piazza in the ‘ pozzo.”’ a 
contrivance resembling a well-head, from which its name is 
taken, borne aloft by a number of running men. Two of his 
nearest kinsmen accompany him. He scatters largesse of gold 
and silver coins all the way from the basilica to the Ducal Palace, 
and that partly accounts for the eagerness of the rabble to press 
forward into the open space which constables, by vigorous

It would be absurd, as Mr. Constable says, to suppose that the 
drawings were made from the engravings. It seems to me, how- 
ever, that an hypothesis, which Mr. Constable does not consider, 
is quite tenable, namely, that Canaletto painted the pictures first 
and made drawings from them after they were finished as a guide 
to the engraver in his projected series of prints. There are a com- 
pleteness and deliberateness about them which rather suggest that 
they were done for such a purpose, and they are certainly not 
sketches from nature, as Guardi’s much more rapid and temper- 
amental drawings of Venice generally were, but compositions 
elaborately planned out in the studio, though with no loss of 
vivacity and freshness. 

The outline of the British Museum drawings is drawn with 
the pen in bistre or brown ink and the wash:added with Indian 
ink, according to Canaletto’s usual practice. If we may believe 
Dr. Meder of Vienna, who has devoted years of research to 
the processes used by the old masters in drawing, the ink of 
such drawings as these would have been black when the artist 
made them, and the brown colour which we now admire is the 
result of fading or a chemical change which comes with time. But 
the brown is so perfectly adapted to its purpose, in drawing, 
for instance, a Venetian tiled roof, that it is difficult not to think 
that the artist chose it deliberately and used a permanent brown 
pigment. The drawings bequeathed by Mr. Salting to the

wielding of staves, are striving to keep clear for his progress. 
The inevitable ‘‘ Derby dog ”’ is to be seen here, as he was also 
in the church. Canale has displayed great skill in his delineation 
of the innumerable figures in the crowd and of the animated 
spectators who crowd the balconies and roofs of the buildings 
along either side of the Piazza. 

In the third plate we see the Doge standing at the head 
of the Giant’s Staircase in the Ducal Palace, which is lined with 
musketeers, in the act of being crowned by the senior councillor, 
while a magnificent piece of tapestry hangs down before a window 
to the right, from which he is to address the people. The splendid 
architecture of the great courtyard of the Ducal Palace makes a 
grand setting for this ceremony. In the fourth subject (Fig. 2), 
the Doge returns thanks, in the Hall of the Greater Council, 
standing in front of Tintoretto’s ‘‘ Paradise,”’ for the honour 
which has been conferred upon him. The audience consists 
entirely of the councillors in their wigs and gowns of office, 
occupying every seat and standing about in little groups at the 
far end of the hall from the Doge. The gorgeous ceiling, with its 
paintings by Tintoretto, Paolo Veronese and Palma Giovane, is 
drawn with masterly perspective, and the subjects of the frescoes 
on the walls are skilfully suggested by light touches. We take leave 
here of ‘le ceremonies immediately connected with the coronation 
of a new Doge, and are introduced to some of the annua! 
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solemnities in which the chief of the Venetian state took part as the seasons 
revolved. In the fifth subject (Fig. 3), we see the Doge’s departure for the 
Lido in the state barge ‘‘Il Bucintoro”’ (the Bucentaur), to espouse the 
Adriatic with a ring on Ascension Day. The gilded barge, flying the standard 
of St. Mark, and the great fleet ot gondolas, with all their bravery of baroque 
ornament that escorted it, must have made a brilliant pageant under the blue 
sky of a Venetian summer. We view the scene from the Riva degli Schiavoni, 
which is somewhat arbitrarily bent round to provide a convenient foreground. 
The big church on the left is San Giorgio Maggiore; the Redentore is seen 
behind it, across the Giudecca, and the Salute stands over the ducal barge. In 
number six we see the Bucentaur and its escort returning at the conclusion of 
a service in the church of St. Nicholas on the Lido, which is approached by a 
great canopy erected for the occasion. In number seven we find ourselves 
transported to the season of Carnival. The Doge, “die Jovis postrema 
Bacchanaliorum,” witnesses popular sports from the Gothic arcade under the 
central balcony of the facade of the palace which looks out on to the Piazzetta. 
A wonderful temporary structure in three storeys, of seeming solidity, com- 
memorating, according to the inscription, an ancient victory (Lepanto ?), is 
erected in the Piazzetta, and in front of it acrobats, grouped in a pyramid of 
six human stages, perform elaborate feats of balancing. > 

The eighth subject is the Doge’s annual visit to the church of Sta. Maria 
della Salute, accompanied by the Senate, to pray that the city may be 
preserved from pestilence. In the ninth we are transported once more to the 
Piazza di San Marco, where the solemn procession of Corpus Christi day is 
taking place. The regular and secular clergy precede the Senate and the Doge, 
whom we see, ducal crown in hand, passing under a temporary canopy near 
the Loggetta of Sansovino under the Campanile, not far behind the baldacchino 
under which the Santissimo is carried, while the foremost part of the procession, 
carrying crosses and reliquaries, is already passing the clock-tower on the other 
side, on its way back to the cathedral. In the tenth (Fig. 4) we witness the 
solemn visit of the Doge to the church of San Zaccaria on Easter Day to 
obtain indulgence ; the crown, adorned with pearls and precious stones, which 
the Doge wore at his coronation, is borne before him, while the state umbrella, 
a folding chair for his use and the sword of state are carried behind by high 
officials. The Print Room of the British Museum possesses three very fine 
detailed drawings in colour of the three ducal “ horns ’’ (corni) or crowns of 
Venice worn on ordinary, solemn or most solemn occasions, drawn in 1719 by 
John Talman and Giuseppe Grisoni. From their descriptive notes we learn 
that the first crown, worn “‘ on less solemn occasions, as in time of Lent,’’ was 
of plain crimson silk with a border of gold brocade (Fig. 5). The second, 
‘used on most solemn days, as in ye Grand Hall of Council, on Thanksgiving 
Days when ye Doge Hears Te Deum in St. Mark’s Church; on Ascension Day 
when He goeth in ye Bucentoro towards ye Lido to espouse ye Sea, &c., is 
richly wove with gold on silver tissue, & stifned with pastboard, the lining is 
white Satten, it is kept in ye Doge’s own Appartment ”’ (Fig. 6). The “ State 
Horn or Crown,” lastly, consisting of a cap of crimson velvet with circle and 
ornaments of beaten gold and ornamented with seven emeralds, as many 
‘“ balasses ’’ (rubies), twenty-four pearls and a diamond presented to the 
Republic by Henry III, King of Poland, on his return to France, was worn 
only at the Coronation (Fig. 7). ‘“‘ The nuns of St. Zaccaria presented this 
Crown about a hundred years ago (?.e., about 1620) to ye State, on condition 
vt it should be shewed ym (to them) annually in a Procession wherat ye Doge 
is alwayes present.”’ This crown was carried before the Doge twice a year— 
we are not told what the second occasion was—and was preserved in the 
Treasury of St. Mark’s. Besides the drawings here reproduced there is one 
by J]. Talman (1719) of ‘‘a Coif of very fine Cambrick which ye Doge of 
Venice weareth under his Crown.” Seah. gt tenon oe. aS eh hh 

The eleventh subject of Canale’s series represents a reception of foreign . a har rere Mian Bevan bx pte ni 
ambassadors by the Doge in one of the splendid apartments of the Ducal 
Palace, which can be identified by the pictures on the walls as the Sala del 
Collegic. Councillors and other high officers of state sit against the wall on 
either side of the Doge, who, at the moment, is addressing an ecclesiastic, 
probably the representative of the Vatican. Over the throne is Veronese’s 
great allegorical picture commemorating the Battle of Lepanto, and all the 
pictures on the side wall are by Tintoretto. All the company standing in the 
foreground wear those extraordinary masks, hats and short cloaks which are 
familiar to us in the pictures of Longhi and other representations of social 
gatherings at Venice about this date. Last of all, we see the Doge entertaining 
the foreign ambassadors and the Venetian nobility at dinner in the banqueting 
hall, where again the general company, both ladies and gentlemen, stand about 
in the foreground, wearing masks and hats, as in the preceding picture. 

The whole series forms a record, probably unequalled in completeness, 
though many of the incidents that it depicts may be matched elsewhere, of 
the display that accompanied the public appearances of the chief of the state 
in the last century of Venice as an independent republic. Politically, no doubt, 
the city of the Lagoon may have been already decadent and feeble in 
comparison with its former glory and influence; the Queen of the Adriatic 
was living like a spendthrift on the capital inherited from the merchant

princes of the past who made her fortune. Napoleon was soon to make an SF ey 
end of Venice as a sovereign state. Meanwhile she revelled in pageantry and 09. .@) 
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gorgeous dress; her Doges, Senators and patricians kept up the traditional 4e Y 
pomp and played their prescribed parts in the spectacular ceremonial to crea 
perfection. Her marble palaces and frescoed halls, now let in flats to 
foreigners or turned into antiquity shops and pensions, their woodwork shabby 
from age-long lack of paint and their metalwork rusty and decayed, their 
steps splashed by the noisy passage of steamers that disturb the stillness and 
ruttle the glassy surface of the Grand Canal, were thronged with guests and 
alive with retinues of servants; they were lit by innumerable chandeliers 
and echoed the music of strings and flutes. The splendid ceremonies of 
church and state, the processions of Doge and Senators, private and popular 
festivals on water and on land, made Venice the resort of travellers in search 
of pleasure from every country in Europe. And the Venice of that enchanting 
period was well equipped with artists, conscious, perhaps of the evanescent 
splendour of the age in which they lived and capable, certainly, of painting 
records to preserve its memory which had the merit of being exact and 5, 6 AND 7.—THE THREE DUCAL HORNS (CORNT) 
conscientious without ever lapsing into dulness.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND ROAD MAKING. 

To THE EpiTor. 
Sir,—We recently offered some building land for 
sale by auction in a popular outlying London 
district. Although we were successful in selling 
a considerable portion of this land at the 
auction, we found that there were other would- 
be purchasers, but they were shy of buying 
because the roads had not been made up. We 
accordingly wrote to the Clerk of the local 
Council suggesting that the Council should 
at once make up the roads according to the 
plan which we submitted at the auction, and 
that they should be paid for the road-making 
as and when the plots of land were sold. We 
venture to say that if our suggestion were acted 
upon in a general way it would be of great 
benefit to the public. (1) It would find actual 
work for a considerable number of the un- 
employed, which would be a very desirable 
alternative to the pernicious dole; (2) by 
expediting the sale of the land the result would 
be that more unemployed labour could be 
utilised in constructing the houses; (3) as 
the houses were completed and ready for 
occupation it would not only have the effect 
of relieving the housing shortage, but it would 
bring more property into rating, and in time 
the rates would be accordingly reduced, thus 
relieving the hardly pressed present ratepayers 
in Greater London. There is in the outlying 
districts of London a great amount of land 
which remains undeveloped as roads are 
necessary. The same remark applies to 
land in the outlying districts of the cities 
and towns of England _ generally. Most 
owners of land would be very glad to avail 
themselves of the suggestion we put forward, 
and it would not be a burden upon the owners, 
for when the roads were constructed the value 
of their land would appreciate quite by the 
amount expended.—Duncan B. GRay AND

FEILDING OR FIELDING ? 
To THE Epiror. 

Sir,—The novelist was the first member of 
the family who consistently spelt the surname 
as Fielding. Photographs taken from a variety 
of deeds executed by his father and mother 
show that his parents invariably signed as 
Feilding. His grandfather, a chaplain of 
William III and Canon Residentiary of Salis- 
bury Cathedral, on his collation to Beaminster 
Prima in 1678, signed the subscription-book 
as John Fielding, but on his collation to Gilling- 
ham Major in 1682 as John Feilding. A deed 
signed by Henry Fielding and his brother and 
four sisters on March 4th, 1744, demonstrates 
that the latter followed their elder brother’s 
lead and all signed as Fielding. Sir John 
Fielding, Henry’s half-brother and successor as 
Bow Street magistrate, also signed as Fielding, 
though, from blindness, his writing is not 
easy to decipher. Fielding, by his first wife 
Charlotte, had four daughters—Henrietta 
Eleanor, Charlotte, Penelope and Catherine. 
Charlotte died when six, the two last in infancy. 
Henrietta Eleanor, when thirty-one, married, 
on August 25th, 1766, at St. Marylebone 
Church, Colonel James Gabriel Montresor, 
the gallant engineer being a widower aged 
sixty-four. The certificate shows that at the 
time of her marriage Miss Fielding resided 
at Odiham in Hampshire. She died on Decem- 
ber 11th following, and was buried at St. 
James’, Westminster, she being in a deep decline 
at the time of her marriage. By his second wife, 
Mary Daniel, Fielding had three daughters— 
Amelia, Sophia and Louisa—who all died in 
infancy. I am therefore afraid that Mr. 
Bulkeley can lay no claim to an alliance between 
an ancestor and one of Fielding’s daughters. 
I have carefully examined the Fielding pedigree 
for the name of Bulkeley, but without success ; 
nevertheless I should be pleased to assist 
Mr. T. D’Oyly Bulkeley in any way I can—

SILENCE OF THE JACK

For several years I had, each winter, several 
jack snipe under observation, and found that 
as soon as they grew accustomed to my presence

they would always utter the shrill piping cry 
at intervals when startled and during flight, 
until they settled a few yards further away. 
When strangers came to the stream the jack 
snipe, when flushed, never uttered a sound. 
They are extremely difficult to flush. I have 
seen a horse come to smell my hand and step 
within two inches of where a jack snipe was 
squatting. I was a bare yard away and in full 
sight of the bird. I had tried everything, short 
of stooping and touching the bird, to make it 
move, and the horse stood, and walked about, 
then finally it walked away, and the bird still 
squatted. I have frequently dropped bits of 
stick, leaves and moss on their backs, but 
without them moving, the beady, bright eyes 
watching me the whole time, without a single 
movement of any sort. The bird might have 
been cut out of wood for any sign of life, 
beyond the vivid brightness of the eyes —

thus we see that this variety may occur among 
both wild and “ fancy’ mice. She is just the 
colour of a hippopotamus: eyes black, she 
owns vibriss@, and here and there a few bristly 
hairs, exactly as we find in some specimens 
of African and Mexican hairless dogs. I should 
have far more confidence in being able to 
perpetuate the variety were this a male instead 
of being a little doe ; however, we must hope 
for the best, and I trust Miss Pitt will be able 
to take some of her masterly photographs of 
this raritv. I well remember as a lad some 
forty-five years ago seeing one of the “ hairless 
horses ’’—Barnum’s, I think. I believe Rattus 
rattus, one of the most wild and active of 
living animals, has practically never been tamed. 
By placing them on a tame foster-doe when 
a day or two old, and handling daily, I have 
succeeded in getting several specimens of 
my beautiful whites perfectly tame. I nearly 
omitted to mention that the breeder of the 
second hairless mouse informs me that she 
remained perfectly naked until six weeks old ; 
she then developed a slight covering which 
‘““made her look as though she had_ been 
singed ’’; this she shortly lost and became 
as she now is.—H. C. BROOKE.

HAIRLESS MICE. 
To THE EpiTor. 
S1r,—The mouse I recently described in your 
columns evidently does not belong to the 
Mus nudo-plicatus variety, but rather to that 
kind described in 1850 whose skin was ‘as 
smooth as a child’s cheek.’ This mouse, 
however, on the thirty-fourth day of its life, 
became darker in skin and went through the 
normal coat-growing process we expect to 
find in a mouse about a week old! At six 
weeks it had a fine silky coat and has it now. 
This delayed fur-development is very remark- 
able, and as I have her mother, also her two 
brothers (who did not grow fur till three to 
four weeks old), I shall, on the advice of 
Professor Bateson and Dr. F. A. E. Crew, 
endeavour to inbreed with them and ascertain 
whether this peculiarity is hereditary and, if so, 
whether inbreeding will intensify it. It is a 
singular coincidence that I have now become 
the possessor of a hairless mouse of the variety 
described by Miss Pitt and answering in every 
point to the description of those she refers 
to, which, so Professor Bateson informs me, 
have been called ‘‘ rhinoceros mice,’ owing 
to their wrinkled skin. This is a female, now 
about three months old, small for her age, 
but fat and lively. She appeared in the stock 
of a Bristol fancy mouse breeder, who, 
unfortunately, does not know her parents— 


when I happened to be staying at a large farm 
a little way inland. The animals were very 
restless, and the humans volubly apprehensive. 
Presently I saw the farmer go out, and Madame 
explained to me the nature of his errand. 
I must mention that in connection with folk- 
lore I have invariably heard box (huis) alluded 
to by the name of “ palmier”’ in Flanders, and 
the reason for this is that box is used, not as 
box per se, but as a substitute for the blessed 
palm. It is believed to have the power of 
conferring sure protection from harm by storm, 
and my farmer went out that day with a sprig 
of blessed ‘‘ palmier,”’ with which he sprinkled 
holy water on his sheds and outhouses, and 
even on the valuable cattle in the more exposed 
pastures. The farmhouse itself he did not 
touch, and when I asked why, Madame ex- 
plained that there was no need, as a twig of 
“ palmier ”’ was nailed to one of the roof beams, 
there to be perpetually protective. She told 
me, too, that fishing boats often have a piece 
of the same shrub nailed to the top of a mast, 
for the same reason. It was on this farm that 
I first heard of the custom of keeping a lamb 
in the stables with the horses. It is believed 
that no harm can come to the horses so long 
as the lamb is there. At a neighbouring farm 
the good-wife told me that her grandmother 
believed that every year at a certain hour of 
the night on January 6th (old Christmas Day) 
the cows knelt down to do homage to the Virgin. 
St. Hubert of Liége is the patron saint of dogs— 
and many of the working dogs of Flanders 
need all that he can do for them! Occasionally 
you will find a medal of him built into a house, 
and this, it is believed, will keep away hydro- 
phobia from the inmates—both human and 
canine.—MINNIE SHERRIFF ]

SCOUTS IN THE WOODs. 
To THE Eprror. 
Sir,—Some months ago when taking a spell 


at the burning of some trimmings from a 
plantation I happened to remark to my host 
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that here, indeed, was work that would be 
congenial to Scouts. Apparently he took 
immediate action, for some weeks later I was 
asked to time a further visit for when the camp 
would be in being. Some twenty boys were 
there, happily located on a gentle inciine, 
with river, punts and bathing station in 
proximity. Thus, for a start there was bathing 
and boating, added to which was my own per- 
sonal contribution by way of the loan of a 
B.S.A. air rifle together with unlimited rounds 
of ammunition. Some of the boys had brought 
fishing rods, others rabbit snares, so the 
sporting amenities of the trip were well covered. 
Add to these a day with the otter hounds, 
and the cup of joy was full. Some definite 
programme of work is desirable for boys, 
even on a holiday, but care must be taken to 
avoid exploiting them in the interests of cheap 
labour. Donations in the way of vegetables 
and food, not to forget a very large cake and 
substantial money prizes for forestry, easily 
disposed of this difficulty. Accordingly, it 
was agreed that the troop should foregather 
each morning at a plantation in need of trim- 
ming. The existing staff had already made a 
stupendous litter of cut branches; and as 
the bigger boys took turns with the several 
pairs of shears available the mess seemed tu 
increase rather than diminish. The branches 
were either dragged to the open in detail, 
or were made into piles for carrying on forks, 
merry bonfires being lighted for their destruc- 
tion. Without exception the lads showed keen- 
ness in the work and pride at the improved 
condition of the wood. A brief lecture by the 
host explained the reason for their work. 
The land was poor; in the best of seasons it 
grows but meagre crops, and no farmer could 
pay the full rentai value of such land unless 
due deduction could be made by developing 
its other uses. The growing of timber was one 
of these; but there the landowner felt the 
pinch, for who could afford to lay out money 
to-day in the interests of forty years hence ? 
For this reason the woods had been planted 
so as to favour an immediate return in the 
way of game, which was saleable in two ways, 
first, for the sport its pursuit afforded, second, 
the food that was sent to market. Now, pheasants 
hate a dark cavernous wood into which the 
sun never gains entrance. They must have 
cheerful and open woods, with plenty of bushes 
and trees that yield acorns, nuts and other fruit 
—which accounts for the delicious flavour 
of their meat. That was why these woods had 
been planted in a special way and why, in 
consequence, the side branches had grown so 
lustily. If timber alone were considered, 
only one sort of tree would have been planted, 
and they would have been set so close together 
that each would be smothered by its neigh- 
bours, with the result that all would race up- 
wards to get to the light, the side branches 
withering and dying off for want of sunshine. 
An open wood through which a person could 
walk was beneficial in other ways, for the 
pheasants could be more readily driven and 
the keepers could deal with the rabbits which, 
if lefc to their own devices, would eat the 
farmer’s crops. These and other interesting 
facts were appreciatively received, and well 
the moral was applied, for at the end of the 
fortnight a strip of covert some 2o0oyds. long 
by 6o0yds. wide had been pruned and cleared 
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so as to require no further attention for a 
dozen years or more —M. B.

As we see it to-day it presents, externally, its original frame- 
work intact, and how picturesque this is from many points of 
view the accompanying illustrations will serve to show. 
Internally it has lost much of its old self, but in the remodelling 
which has been carried out since 1920, under the direction of 
Mr. Arthur T. Bolton, many features that were obscured have 
been brought to light, and certain modern 
excrescences removed. 

The entry is at one corner of the house, 
by way of a fine old oak door having two double- 
bordered panels set squarely on its face. This 
opens direct into a low ceiled hall where a Tudor 
fireplace and moulded beams attract the eye, 
and opening off the hall is the dining-room. Here, 
as in the hall, one is attracted by the latticed 
windows within their stone frames and mullions; 
but it is sad to see the match-boarding on 
the walls, in lieu of the beautiful linenfold 
panelling which once covered them. This panel- 
ling was taken out of the house and sold about 
ten years ago. A fragment of it remains, shown 
by the photograph reproduced below. 

Nearly in the centre of the house is the stairs, 
and on the further side of this, on the ground 
floor, was an enormous kitchen, with scullery 
and dairy beyond on a similar gargantuan scale. 

The kitchen space, as the plan shows, has been 
reduced by half, a morning-room being provided 
on the garden side, and what was the dairy 
and scullery become, with the removal of a 
partition, one large living-room. In the course 
of this remodelling a large bricked-in copper was 
removed from one corner, a sturdy central post 
was introduced from an old barn, and the filling 
between the half-timberwork transformed from 
a leaky damp condition to a sound dry one—by

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SHOOTING NOTES

SHOOTING AGREEMENTS WITH AN OCCUPIER. 

N last week’s article advocating a return to the hand-rearing 
of pheasants reference was made to the fact that in many 
instances the area necessary to form a shoot must be hired 
from the occupier instead of, as formerly, from the ground 
landlord. From many points of view the change has 

disadvantageous features, since occupiers, especially those of 
the smallholder class, may demand an exorbitant rent for a 
key area, or else may decide to retain their rights in the expecta- 


-tion that the neighbouring land will keep their plot of land 


well furnished with game. All this is true, and many a desir- 
able proposition will have to be turned down rather than face 
the consequent cost or inconvenience. On the other hand, 
one must not forget that the occupier is in a legal position to 
grant much more favourable conditions of sporting tenure 
than the ground landlord. The last named can let the reserved 
sporting rights, but he cannot prevent the destructive exercise 
of rights under the Ground Game Act. Hence, if the tenant 
wishes to shoot rabbits in season and out, not always without 
intention to do still worse things, he cannot be stopped. But 
if the same person holds the shooting rights and lets them, 
the agreement can contain an enforceable clause guaranteeing 
that no rabbits shall be shot on the place, nor any other kind 
of sport with the gun be indulged in. Tenants should insist 
on this clause, if only because the conversationally reserved 
right to shoot a rabbit or two for house use has no limits other 
than the good faith of the person concerned. And the case is 
one which demands conveyance of all shooting rights whatso- 
ever. If rabbits are objected to, the keeper is the proper person 
to deal with them, and thoroughly he does his work if so instructed. 
Where rabbits abound the farmer is usually their owner. 


WHERE RABBITS SEEM UNCONTROLLABLE. 

There are, of course, many vexed cases where rabbits descend 
at night from some safe sanctuary not under the farmer’s control 
and gorge themselves on his crops. Railway embankments, 
sand hills, heaths and coverts offer examples in illustration, 
and everybody knows that where rabbits find exceptional quarters 
the most energetic measures must be taken against them, this 
without restriction of the area of effort. No very definite 
information is available as to the distance which rabbits will 
travel to avail themselves of succulent provender. But the 
distance is probably much greater than most people imagine 
when a safe and, therefore, overpopulated series of burrows 
offer insufficient feeding ground in the immediate surroundings. 
No matter what the conditions may be, there is the value of the 
rabbit itself to recoup the charge of dealing with it. A well 
planned campaign started early with snares and pursued in all 
stages with full knowledge and understanding will remove the 
surplus. But a period is always reached when the dispersed 
survivors must be traced to their lurking places and be dealt 
with at a cost and effort which are seldom balanced by the result. 
This is where professional catchers are liable for a double motive 
to relax their endeavours. The war at this stage, if it is to be 
waged successfully, must be carried out by those who not only 
have no interest in allowing a breeding stock to remain, but are 
positively instructed to wipe out the final remnant. Though 
they never succeed, they come near enough to success to prevent 
damage to crops in the ensuing period and, incidentally, to 
remove temptation out of the occupier’s way. 

ANCIENT GUN IMPLEMENTS. 

In days long passed guns and rifles must have owed 
some of their fascination to the natty little implements which 
were so exactly fitted, each into its Russia leather receptacle. 
The only modern survival is the pair of guaranteed useless 
turnscrews with slippery ebony handles, in exact antithesis 
to the homely-looking tools which litter every gunmaker’s 
bench. An acute reminder of these joys of the past greeted 
my eyes when wandering in a by no means fashionable part of 
London. Spread in tempting array in a pawnbroker’s establish- 
ment was an assortment of second-hand goods which collected 
the usual band of onlookers, perambulators included, the whole 
length of the window. Among the items was a silk-lined morocco 
case with its contents arranged in the manner of a manicure 
set. All the articles had sturdy ivory handles, the metal com- 
ponents being highly gilt. At either end were gun turnscrews, 
in the middle a wad seater, while between were powder and shot

measures, scaled in drams and ounces to suit the charges thev 
might be called on to measure. Most attractive of all was a 
turned ivory pill box, with adjoining it a nipple wrench for replac- 
ing worn nipples from the spare supply no longer contained 
in the box. Dixon of Sheffield was the maker, and I wondered 
what freak had led the firm in days gone by to produce this 
opulent example of their art. The price was 15s., and long I 
debated whether to add another useless item to the treasures 
in my collection, finally dragging myself away with the reminder 
that good resolutions are futile unless backed by stern resistance 
to temptation when exceptional justification for relapse intrudes 
its presence. And yet who knows that the magnet force, will 
not repeat its effort and the second time succeed ? 
WHEN THE LEFT EYE PREDOMINATES. 

This illustration of a left-eyed gun tells in effect rather a 
sad story. <A certain sportsman, troubled about his shooting, 
hied him to ye expert on gunfitting and, reciting his woes, asked 
that a gun should be made which might correct by prophetic 
inspiration the diversities of his aim. So sorely afflicted was the 
sportsman with left eye domination and so incapable was he 
of shutting the interfering optic that a gun favouring its use 
was put in hand. After considerable trial of the resulting 
weapon its user feels encouraged to make the best of his former 
gun, and alleges certain bore defects against the new one in 
support of a suggestion 
that the contract has not 
been properly carried out 
—my opinion having 
been asked as to the 
alleged imperfections. 
Either vision has grown 
feeble or these defects 
are, so to speak, “‘ all my 
eye.” The moral of the 
story is that you should 
think twice before author- 
ising the construction of 
a left-eye gun; and, 
having finally decided 
that no alternative exists, 
think twice again in the 





hope of concluding 
otherwise. I enjoyed 
some very jolly practice 
trying to shoot this gun with quick, instinctive aim at

marks on the target. Being one of those who invariably see 
two guns, and having learnt to disregard the one on the 
right, I had to convince myself that the right image was 
right for this particular occasion, while that on the left 
was a figment of the imagination. Long practice made the 
reversal of accustomed processes difficult, an occasional tap 
on the nose from the crossing grip adding an unexpected 
complication and suggesting that the head should be slightly 
rearranged in position. These guns are commonly described 
as cross-eved, but that is more what I felt like after the brief 
trial to which this particular sample was sul mitted. 


‘COUNTRY LIFE’? COMPETITION

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THE ESTATE MARKET 


SUCCESSFUL PRIVATE TREATY 


R. WINSTON CHURCHILL’S 

name has been mentioned very 

often of late as the buyer of this 

house or that, and the reports 

have, in one or two cases, rested 

only upon the fact that he had 
been to view a property. There is, how- 
ever, no doubt that he has at length 
made up his mind and purchased a_ small 
country place, Captain Campbell Colquhoun’s 
Westerham property, Chartwell, which was 
offered for sale by Messrs. Knight, Frank and 
Rutley last year. It lies on the Kentish hills 
at an altitude of about 5o0oft. above sea level, 
in richly timbered country. When the estate 
was first mentioned in these columns it con- 
sisted of more than 800 acres. Mr. Churchill 
has bought the picturesque ivy-mantled resi- 
dence and a moderate acreage contiguous to it. 
The timber valuation on the entire estate 
amounted to £4,975, so that the nature of the 
woodlands is pretty evident. Chartwell is 
convenient for the meets of three or four packs 
of hounds, and there is golf, within a mile or 
two, at Limpsfield Common. 

Not far off is another small property which 
has also changed hands through the Hanover 
Square firm, namely, Westfield, Penshurst, 
a modern residence with 30 acres, commanding 
glorious views extending to Crowborough 
and the Ashdown Forest. Messrs. Carter, 
Banks and Bennett were joint agents. 

Great Burgh, which Messrs. Knight, 
Frank and Rutley are to sell for the trustees 
of Mr. F. E. Colman on October 12th, has 
609 acres, with a modern mansion. T'attenham 
Corner adjoins the property. Walton Heath, 
near by, is four miles from Sir Edward Moun- 
tain’s Epsom property, West Hill House, 
which is to be offered next Thursday. It has 
a heated open-air swimming bath, surrounded 
by banks of lavender and yew hedges. ‘The 
property comprises a Georgian residence with 
28 acres. 

Chateau Devachan, San Remo, at which 
the First Peace Conference was held in April, 
1920, is to be offered in November, at Hanover 
Square. A tablet with the signatures of Mr. 
Lloyd George, Signor Nitti, M. Millerand, 
Marshal Foch, the late Sir Henry Wilson, 
Lord Beatty and Lord Curzon of Kedleston, 
in the salon, will be included with the chateau, 
which was built by the late Earl of Mexburgh 
in 1910. There are 15 acres of gardens, laid 
out in terraces, with fountains and statuary. 

Messrs. Knight, Frank and_ Rutley’s 
illustrated list of chateaux and villas which 
they are instructed to dispose of on the French 
and Italian Rivieras for the coming season also 
includes Villa Zoraide, Cap Martin, Mr. 
Kenneth M. Clark’s place; Villa Egerton, 
belonging to Lord Egerton of Tatton ; Chateau 
de 'Thorene, Cannes, belonging to the late 
Lord Rendel; Villa Medici, Florence, for a 
time the residence of Princess Mary and 
Viscount Lascelles; and Chateau Eleonore, 
Cannes, the property of Lord Brougham and 
Vaux. 

SCOTTISH GAME BAGS. 
LOCHCARRON, to be submitted at Hanover 

Square on October 17th, includes the 
Ross and Cromarty forest of Glenshieldaig, 
and a total area of 25,000 acres. The residence, 
Courthill, rebuilt in 1882 and thoroughly up 
to date, stands at the head of Loch Kishorn, 
commanding views over the sea to Skye and 
the surrounding hills. The forest of Glen- 
shieldaig extends to 15,000 acres, and averages 
thirty stags a season. It is surrounded by the 
forests of Applecross, Bendamph, Torridon 
and Coulin, and is divided into three beats, 
The number of stags shot has varied from 
thirty-three in 1910 to forty in 1917, when 
war-time emergency food requirements had 
to be met, but it is now fully restocked. Besides 
mixed Highland shooting, Lochcarron gives 
plenty of sport with wildfowl on the lochs and 
seashore. Salmon, sea trout and brown trout 
are caught in the River Balgy, and Loch 
Lundie, Loch Dougal, Loch Coultrie, and 
Loch Damph, the last named being the largest 
and four miles long, and there are brown trout 
in the many hill lochs. 

In accordance with the new practice of 
announcing game bags and similar details 
right up to the time of an auction, Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley mention that 
3,124 grouse have already been shot this season 
on Kinloch Moor, Perthshire, shortly to be 
sold by them. They also mention that on 


Lord Woolavington’s ‘Torridon estate of 
17,000 acres, which they are to sell on Octo- 
ber 26th, 138 stags and 74 hinds have been 
got in the last five seasons, and that seven 
salmon have been caught in a single day. 


FYNING FOLEY, NEAR LISS. 


GALES effected by Messrs. George Trollope 
“" and Sons include that of a beautiful property 
in West Sussex, called Fyning Foley, Rogate, 
near Liss and Petersfield. The residence is 
half-timbered, built a few years ago in the 
style of a-manor house, and contains a quantity 
of oak panelling.

The firm has purchased, 
on behalf of clients, Park House and 164 acres 
at Lewes, and Lynton at Sevenoaks ; and they 
have sold Tyes End, West Byfleet, a modern 
house on New Zealand Golf Links, after the 
auction, and are selling the whole of the contents 
(an interesting collection) during October ; 
Chaldens, Broadbridge Heath, with 13 acres, 
£5,300; Stone House, Forest Row, a freehold 
of 6 acres, with fine old house, adjoining 
Ashdown Forest Golf Links; Combe Place, 
East Grinstead, a modern house and 9 acres ; 
and Awbrook, Haywards Heath, of which the 
leasehold interest has been disposed of, for the 
late Bishop of Peterborough and Lady Mary 
Glyn.

Cambridge land, on the Sawston and 
Hildersham estate of Mr. Reginald Herbert- 
Huddleston, has just been sold for £11,675, 
through Messrs. Osborn and Mercer, twenty- 
two out of forty lots finding buyers, and 560 
acres out of 2,317 being sold under the hammer, 

Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A., is the architect of 
new offices of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 


at Finsbury Circus, the site for which, approxi- 
mately an acre, has been bought, on behalf of 
the Company, by Messrs. Alfred Savill and 
Sons and Messrs. Richard Ellis and Son. 
The new building is to have a tower which will 
be one of the commanding features of that part 
of the City. 


MANSION AS FLATS. 


WEDDINGTON HALL, a mansion in the 

Tudor style at Nuneaton, is to be converted 
into flats, and the park of 70 acres or more 
is to be developed as building sites, the estate 
having been sold by the Shawe family. In 
Elizabethan times the well known family of 
Astley held it, and by them it was sold to the 
Adderleys. Afterwards it became the home of 
the Kayes, and then of the Shawes, one of 
whom, the late Mr. H. Cunliffe Shawe, was a 
keen follower of the Atherstone Hounds. 
Weddington has fine old oak panelling and a 
secret staircase. 

Ashcott Hill, the red brick and stone 
mansion on the Polden Hills, Somerset, five 
miles from Glastonbury, with 14 acres of 
grounds, is to be converted into a sanatorium 
for a co-operative society, having been privately 
sold by Messrs. Dibblin and Smith. 

Battle Abbey has been let by Sir 
Augustus Webster for the purposes of a girls’ 
school, that of St. Ethelreda, hitherto at Bexhill. 
Eden Hall and other well known houses have 
been similarly dealt with, and one in Bucking- 
hamshire has been converted into a school for 
London children. Other ventures which have 
provided new uses for large houses are their 
adaptation as residential hotels, Surrey and 
Perthshire providing examples which have been 
recorded in these columns. Wales and the 
Border have also their quota of mansions 
converted into sanatoria. 

Stowe auctions are to be held next week 
by Messrs. Jackson Stops and Messrs. Fare- 
brother, Ellis and Co., but up to the time of 
going to press the agents have not intimated 
whether the sale of the mansion has, in fact, 
been carried out. A letter has been circulated 
stating (inter alia) that ‘‘ A committee, of which 
Lord Gisborough is chairman, has purchased 
Stowe House and 348 acres of land for the 
purpose of a public school, which it is proposed 
to open about Easter, 1923. The purchase 
includes the temples, the chapel containing the 
famous Grinling Gibbons carvings, the State 
library and the Gothic library, which will be 
preserved intact. I am asked to say that 
the purchase of the mansion will make no 
difference to the sale to be held at Stowe, as 
advertised for October 11th, 12th and 13th, 
when the mantelpieces, paintings and other 
valuable treasures, etc., will be sold.” 


BECKENHAM GOLF COURSE. 


ALES amounting to £130,000 are notified by 
Messrs. Daniel Smith, Oakley and Garrard 
and Messrs. Cobb, including the Royal Hotel 
site, with shops adjoining, 24,000 sq. ft., in 
Worthing, on the Promenade (in conjunction 
with Messrs. Jordan and Cook) ; Court Lodge 
Farm, Kent; Beckenham Golf Course, with 
building land adjoining, about 275 acres, part 
of Monks Orchard estate, near Croydon ;

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THE WEST INDIES 


‘ HERE are many persons who, having lived for a con- 
siderable portion of their lives in the tropics, long for the 
bite of a northern winter and who come home especially 
to get it. One can imagine such persons revelling in a 
keen cast wind, or drinking in deep draughts of thick, 

smoke-laden fog. 

We in these northern climes, however, cannot appreciate 
these attractions ; and who is there amongst my readers who 
would not gladly exchange the raw, damp cold and the choking 
blinding fog which (with but a few bright days now and again) go to 
make up an English winter, or the intense cold and biizzards of 
the Eastern States of North America, or even the dryer cold of 
Canada, for the azure skies, the clear dry atmosphere, the 
warmth, the tropical glories of Bermuda and the West Indies ? 

Come with me then for a cruise amongst 

‘ These lovely isles, that stud the sea 
Like emeralds on a silver zone.”’ 
BARBADOS. 

Perhaps the prettiest view in Barbados is that of Carlisle 
Bay. Circling round us is the bay, with the deep green of its 
foliage broken by the red-tiled roofs of the houses. Away on 
the extreme left is Pelican Island, the quarantine station, then 
a patch of green, and then the little town of Bridgetown, the 
capital and port of Barbados. Following the curve of the bay 
we see Hastings, with the Marine Hotel in the background, then 
come Worthing and Oistin’s Town. 

Bridgetown itself is full of life and bustle, especially on 
Planters’ Day. It has its public buildings, cathedral, and 
Trafalgar Square, with a statue of Nelson. 

To the tourist who is visiting the tropics for the first time it 
will prove highly interesting and diverting. He will find himself 
in a new world of coloured people speaking quaint English. The 
street scenes of Bridgetown are like stage settings. It is difficult 
to believe it is all real; it is all so different from what one has 
been used to. The people are different, the shops are different, 
the houses, the vehicles, the dresses of the coloured women, the 
trees, the shrubs—everything is different, and picturesque withal. 

If you wish to visit a sugar estate and witness the manufac- 
ture of Muscovado sugar, permission to do so is easily obtained. 

The Bridgetown Club is quite excellent, and its hospitable 
doors are always open to visitors introduced in the usual way. 


TRINIDAD. 

Between the most north-westerly point of Trinidad and the 
most north-casterly point of Venezuela (Paria) there are three 
islands, forming four channels which are called the Bocas de 
Dragos, or Dragons’ Mouths. Through one of these we pass. 
The great rocks on either side are laden with foliage down almost 
to the water’s edge, and at their bases are numerous caves 
around which our imagination weaves many a romance. The 
passage reminds one forcibly of a Norwegian fjord. Passing the 
Five Islands, half-an-hour’s run brings us to Port of Spain, the 
chief town and port of Trinidad. 

A GLIMPSE OF THE Past. 

Columbus had determined, so it is said, to call the first 
land he sighted on his third voyage of discovery after the Blessed 
Trinity. 

The three conspicuous hills, now called the Three Sisters, 
which he first sighted, ‘‘ seemed to him,’’ says Charles Kingsley, 
‘a heaven-sent confirmation of his intent,’ and he named 
the island “ Trinidad.”” But the Indians had named it IERE— 
the Land of the Humming Bird. 
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HINDOO VILLAGE, PORT OF SPAIN. 

No island in the world has a greater variety of resources 
than Trinidad. Besides her staple products of sugar (including 
rum and molasses) and cocoa, she has coconuts, coffee, bananas, 
citrus-fruits, tobacco, rubber, manjak, a wonderful pitch-lake, 
and petroleum. 


LA GUAIRA. 

La Guaira lies—barrenness itself—at the foot of a gr 
chain of mountains which guard the coast of Venezuela. Wh 
memories of Westward Ho! Rose Salterne, Frank and Amy 
Leigh the place awakens ! 

If it were only for the ride, the train journey to Carac 
from La Guaira is well worth the undertaking. Every twist 
the line opens up a new vista. Now we are whizzing round 
curve on the very edge of a precipice 2,000 feet deep, now we a 
again on the same mountain-side with the line we have ju-t 
traversed below us—a wonderful ride, an experience not to | 
missed.

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THE ADVENTURE OF LIVING’ 


HAT Mr. Strachey calls The Adventure of Living 

is, in reality, his own life done up in a rather 

fantastic shape. If he disliked the use of 

common language, he might have called it “A 

Journalist’s Adventures.” The value of the book, 
and it has considerable value, lies in the fact that it chronicles 
quite informally the changes that have come over Fleet Street 
and its tributaries during the last thirty or forty years. It is 
a world that as regards half is prosperous and smiling; as 
regards the other and much larger half, it is Bohemian, out 
of elbows and also smiling. Mr. Strachey has a great deal 
to say upon the gilt of his gingerbread. From the beginning 
he has been one of Fortune’s darlings, and he is always thanking 
God for some favour that has been bestowed upon him. He 
was happy in being born the son of a Western squire and in a 
fine old Somersetshire house, Sutton Court. One of his first 
recollections is that of his father reading to him and his elder 
brother the account which Archibald Forbes sent to the Daily 
Vews on the battle of Sadowa. Another of his early reminiscences 
is connected with a man who had been at the Battle of Waterloo. 
He was fifteen at the time when the great battle was fought 
and belonged to one of the many Militia regiments which were 
practically composed of lads; in 1869 or 1870 he was only 
bout seventy-one or seventy-two. He told how the regiment 
was marched into a cornfield, where the officers told the men 
to lie down on the ground and wait, because the enemy had 
their artillery playing on them. They avoided the cannon- 
balls by keeping flat. After the artillery fire ceased they formed 
square; the front rank lay down, the second rank knelt, the 
third stooped low, and the rear rank stood up. All of them 
had their bayonets fixed and muskets loaded. ‘They had scarcely 
got into position before they heard the cavalry thundering up, 
and soon “ they were riding round us, riding like mad, cursing 
and swearing and shouting, waving their swords, and trying 
to force their horses on to our bayonets.” They kept shooting 
at the cavalry, but the bullets bounded off the steel coats 
of the cuirassiers. However, it was found that by aiming at 
their armpits, or at their faces, or the lower part of their bodies, 
they could be killed or, at least, damaged. It is a curious 
description of fighting as carried out at Waterloo. 

The Strachey boys were also in touch with a sailor who 
had been at Trafalgar ; he had been, as a boy, on the Victory. 
Childhood seems to have passed very pleasantly, thanks chiefly 
to the character of the family nurse, Mrs. Leaker. This woman 
was remarkable ; she would recite to the children such scraps 
of poetry as: 

The broom, the broom, the yellow broom, 

The ancient poets sung it, 

And sweet it is on summer days 

To lie at ease among it. 
And she used to croon some of the mutineer songs when mutiny 
broke out at the Nore: 

Parker was a gay young sailor, 

Fortune to him did not prove kind ; 

He was hung for mutiny at the Nore, 

Worse than him were left behind. 

After Waterloo the poor had a bad time. According to 
Mrs. Leaker everything was dear, and people lived mostly on 
barley bread. The cheapest sugar was tenpence and their 
cheapest tea quite as much as five shillings a pound. In those 
days the village children were sent to the village shop for an 
ounce or half an ounce of tea, such a luxury it was. 

Omitting any mention of the author’s Oxford memories 
we come to the story of his Press work. His first article appeared 
in the Daily News. Then he got on to writing ‘ middles ”’ 
for the Saturday Review and also contributed to the Academy 
and the Pall Mall Gazette. After marrying he became a leader- 
writer for the Standard. This was at the time when Mr. 
Mudford was editor and Mr. Byron Curtis the second in 
command. At that time the Standard was at the highest peak 
of prosperity and influence. Mudford, although a_ strong 
Conservative, was singularly fair in his judgment and used to 
astonish the ‘“‘ Die-hards”’ of the time by having something 
in the paper very complimentary to Mr. Gladstone when he 
thought he deserved it. We have to recollect that at that time 
Gladstone was the bugbear of the Conservatives, who had 
been accustomed to hear him abused day in and day out by 
Writers in the Conservative Press. ‘The readers of the Standard 
were amazed when told in the leader that he was not so bad 
as he had been painted. Mr. Strachey was only a year in Shoe 
Lane. Mr. Mudford, always a lover of privacy, went into greater 
retirement than ever and left the conduct of the paper to Mr. 
Byron Curtis, with whom Mr. Strachey did not get on well. 
In addition to all this, Mr. Strachey was a contributor to many 


of the leading periodicals—the Edinburgh, the Quarterly, the 
National, the Nineteenth Century and the Contemporary. 

For some time he was editor of the Cornhill Magazine, 
and, naturally, he looks upon those days with pride and pleasure. 
He had to resign from the Cornhill to find more time for the 
Spectator, and then to take the place rendered vacant when 
the death of Mr. Hutton was quickly followed by the retirement 
of Mr.'Townsend. Between these men he draws the distinction : 


Townsend looked upon life as a drama played in a great theatre and 
seen from the stalls. To Hutton, I think, life was more like some 
High Conference at which he himself was one of the delegates, 
and not merely a spectator, 

Of the later chapters in the book, two of the most interesting 
are those devoted to ‘‘ Five Great Men.” ‘The proverb says 
that a man is known by his friends. ‘Those dealt with at length 
here by Mr. Strachey are: Lord Cromer, Colonel John Hay 
and Mr. Roosevelt, forming the first group; Mr. Chamberlain 
and the Duke of Devonshire, making the second. Of Lord 
Cromer he says that he had one very plain and obvious rule - 
it was ‘“‘to govern always in the interests of the governed.” 
That is very true; Lord Cromer was a_ singularly high- 
minded man and a great financier, but these are not all 
the tests that should be applied to a statesman and leader. 
Lord Cromer, with all his integrity, was, to some extent, 
narrow and bigoted, and he had not to any degree those 
essentials of greatness—understanding of his fellow men and 
sympathy. 

One is not always sure that Mr. Strachey applies the highest 
standard in his judgment. Nevertheless, he has written a 
book of value, since it reflects the fluctuations of spirit and 
opinion during a period that will always be considered an 
important one in English history. 


* The Adventure of Living, by John St. Loe Strachey. (Hodder 
and Stoughton.) 
Peradventure, by Robert Keable. (Constable, 7s. 6d.) 
WHEN it is obvious that a writer has lavished pains to make his 
principal character above ell things lovable and charming, it is dis- 
tressing to any sympathetic reader not to be able to love or to be charmed. 
It is the more distressing in the case of Peradventure because Mr. Keable 
announces in his preface that he ‘“‘ can see the critics mocking though 
the ink is not yet dry upon the page,” and even a critic is human enough 
to wish to falsify a prophecy. However, Mr. Keable at least mistakes 
the target. We are not much concerned as to whether his characters 
are ‘‘ true to type’ or not ; what we dislike is a certain grandiloquence, 
the lack of a sense of proportion, in himself. ‘The preface, for instance, 
would certainly not have been inserted if Mr. Neable had realised how 
pompous and self-conscious it is. “That preface, an unattractive paper 
wrapper, and a hero who in the first chapter, and while still in his 
teens, is a preacher at open-air services, handicap the book heavily 
from the start. "The hero, Paul Kestern, is regarded with affectionate 
admiration by almost every other character in the book, and loved 
by three diverse women, but he produces throughout on the reader 
only an irritating effect of priggishness and crudity. We are constantly 
told that he has genius, but there is nothing that bears out the statement. 
As an undergraduate he is addicted in the usual way to verse and plays, 
and he passes through the usual storm and stress of youth in the matter 
of religious beliefs; but he is such an unconscionable time over the 
latter that only a stern sense of duty keeps a reviewer from fainting by 
one of his denominational waysides—evangelicism, ritualism or Roman 
Catholicism. The last is the worst, for there is a dreadful priest 
who addresses Pau! in speech and even in letters as ‘‘ My Dear ’’—a 
fact that grates so little on this allegedly sensitive and literary youth 
that he does not give a single shudder, and, indeed, escapes the priest’s 
‘* overwhelming hypnotic personality ’? only by the skin of his teeth. 
Finally, he reaches what is described on the book’s wrapper as “‘ the 
wonderful, the intoxicating revelation of—Of What ? ’’—a titillating 
question that it would be a pity to spoil by simply answering it. Mr. 
Keable’s sincerity and ardour are patent, but they are unleavened by 
humour, and he writes without distinction of thought or style. He 
takes his hero, his journeys round his soul and himself too seriously 
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PERSIAN CARPETS IN THE VICTORIA AND 
ALBERT MUSEUM 


By W. G. 


HE Persian carpet in its highest type is one of the 

most beautiful objects made by the hand of man. 

The weaver and designer reached and made manifest 

a very great ideal in decorative art—splendour of 

colour, fluency of line and beauty of form in design, 
all united in one harmonious whole. 

The origin of the Persian carpet is unknown. The earliest 
specimens represented in illuminations of the fourteenth century 
show designs of geometrical forms—octagons, hexagons and 
other polygons. The earliest existing carpets date from the 
late fifteenth and early sixteenth centuries and in these the 
Museum Collection is rich. 

Of the very rare type known as “ Animal” or “ Animal 
Hunting ” carpets, in which the full tidal wave of Chinese 
influence on the art of Persia is evident, there are several very 
fine specimens here. In one of these (Fig. 1) the ground is 
of a beautiful crimson woven with slender spirals, on which grow 
palmettes and rosettes with a wealth of floral forms, great and 
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small, in infinite variety. Here and there in orderly repetition 
is the cloud-band symbol which the Persians derived from the 
Chinese, for whose art they had an intense admiration. Here, 
as in Lord IIchester’s carpet, described and illustrated in 
Country Lire, December 18th, 1920, the animals are in 
vigorous action; but there are also beasts almost hidden 
within floral forms or standing at ease amid the turmoil, as the 
two stags at one end of the carpet. The cloud-band is exten- 
sively used in the cream ground of the border, decorated with 
red scrolls and palmettes. The repeating pattern both in form 
and colour is magnificent in this carpet. 

Animals similar to those in the hunting carpets, but of 
more archaic forms, appear in a very early carpet, woven probably 
in Armenia or its neighbourhood (Fig. 2). A series of cream- 
coloured bands with serrated edges, upon which are disposed 
rosettes and palmettes of an early type, divides the field of the 
carpet into compartments having a brown ground. Within 
these, as if held in durance, are leopards, dragons and Chinese 
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12ft. gins. by 1oft. Sixteenth Century.

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unicorns with plants of antique appearance. Few and light 
in tone are the colours used, and to this it owes its freshness 
perhaps as much as to its excellent state of preservation. 
Carpets of practically the same pattern were woven in Greater 
Armenia for nearly two hundred years, a fact which makes it 
extremely difficult to make certain the date of any specimen. 
The love of the Persians for flowers is expressed in their 
Flower or so-called ‘‘ Vase”’ carpets, of which the Museum 
contains a few specimens. These are generally divided into 
spaces by thin arabesque stems, sprouting into conventional 
foliage and flowers, with rectangular leaf-shapes sprinkled 
with blossoms and sprays. The spaces are filled with vases 
containing almond blossom, plants in great variety and flowers 
of exquisite beauty. ‘The effect is of unparalleled richness. 
In one carpet the border has a black ground in contrast to that 
of the field, which is rose and on it are arabesques in low tones 
of red, green and blue. In some of these carpets the ground 
is spaced out by arabesque forms in two series, one being light, 
the other dark, but these are extremely rare. A border entirely 
composed of arabesque ornament appears on carpet number eight 
in the collection. ‘This specimen is of great beauty, one feature 
being the small square dark background upon which are shown 
bunches of twenty-two blossoms, while the floral forms are both 
rich and varied in size and shape. There is, too, a certain 
rigidity of growth contrasting with the profusion of flowers. 
A vase is placed near the centre of the carpet. These “ Vase ” 
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end of the carpet near the border a tablet contains the 
beginning of an ode by Hafiz, with the weaver’s name and 
the date in Arabic letters. The translation runs : 

I have no refuge in the world other than thy threshold. 

There is no place of protection for my head other than thy door. 

The work of the slave of the threshold Maqstid of Kashan, in the 

year 946 (1540 A.D.). 

While the approximate date of the completion of weaving is 
given, the length of time it occupied in execution is not recorded. 
That the loving, patient labour lasted many years is certain. 
There are about three hundred and forty hand-tied knots in one 
square inch ; the carpet measures 34}ft. by 17}ft.: this gives 
about thirty-three million knots inthe whole fabric. The border 
consists of five bands, the largest repeating the floral forms of 
the field of the carpet on a dark purple ground. A series of 
oblong and circular panels in red, green and yellow filled with the 
all-pervading arabesques, floral and cloud forms completes its 
decoration. 

In the Ardabil Carpet the influence of Hafiz is recorded in the 
inscription, and throughout his long task Maqstd of Kashan 
probably sought alleviation in the study of the odes of the 
beloved poet. So in his workas we see it there must live to some 


degree the spirit of Hafiz. This influence is predominant ina small 
carpet bequeathed to the Museum by the late George Salting. 
It is really a poem woven in gold, silver and the finest wools. 
The field of the border is a soft apple green colour, into

and “* Flower ” carpets are now very rare and seldom seen except 
in Museums and collections of the first importance. In view 
of their great value to students of design, the Museum is very 
fortunate in the possession of so many fine and typical examples. 
Another beautiful specimen is the p:operty of Mr. Henry 
MeLaren. 

Beautiful as these are, they cannot be compared with 
the Great Carpet from the Mosque of Ardabil, one of the 
most important carpets in the world (Fig. 3). Woven about 
the year 1540 by Magqsud of Kashan, who designated himselt 
“the slave of the threshold,” the carpet, after fulfilling its 
original purpose in the mosque of the holy town of Ardabil 
for three hundred and fifty years, was purchased for the nation 
by the Museum authorities, aided by contributions from Sir 
A.W. Franks, K.C.B., E. Steinkopff, William Morris, J. E. Taylor 
and others. Although the once bright crimsons, blues and greens 
have faded, the carpet is still of extraordinary beauty. Its dark 
blue ground, with spirals, stems, palmettes and multi-coloured 
flowers, from, its vastness suggests a firmament sparkling with 
stars. In this carpet of a thousand flowers is a central medallion 
of yellow, with its circumference broken into curved forms and 
decorated with a network of arabesques and cloudbands in blue, 
silver and red. Surrounding it are sixteen satellites of ogee form 
in yellow, green and red, while beyond these, to right and left the 
lamps of the mosque are represented in reddish tones. At one

Upon this, panels in dark rose with details in lighter tint form 
gor.ous backgrounds to an Arabic inscription in letters of 
go!d. The subject is part of an ode by Hafiz:

Take the cushion to the garden that thou mayest hold the lip and kiss 
the cheek of the beloved and the cup-bearer, and drink wine and 
smell the rose. 
Proudly move thy graceful form and to the garden go, that the cypress 
may learn from thy stature how to win hearts. 
To-day while thy market is full of the tumult of buyers, gain and put 
by a store out of the capital of goodness. 
Every bird brings a melody to the garden of the King—the nightingale 
songs of love, and H§fiz, -prayers for blessing. 
Hafiz. ‘‘ Divan.” (H. Brockhaus.) 
Never wes inscription placed in more appropriate setting than 
this harmony in rose and green—a colour-echo of the poem. 
The field of the carp<t, too, has been woven in the same poetic 
atmosphere, though the elements of decoration are of the usual 
kind in Persian carpets of the period. Here the weaver has 
introduced parrakeets jauntily swinging on boughs with a 
lion’s mask between them and dull brown birds which may be 
the nightingales of the ode. By way of contrast the corners 
are occupied by Chinese dragons fiercely disputing the path 
with a tiger. In the centre is a magnificent lobed medallion 
of dark rose with tr2cery in lighter colour and arabesques in

A costly masterpiece 
such as this may have 
been woven for the 
Shah’s private use, or 
destined as a gift to 
some emperor or poten- 
tate. It has evidently 
been carefully guarded 
for about four hundred 
years, and should pass 
unscathed through 
the long years to 
come. 

In close proximity 
to the “ Hafiz ” carpet 
hangs another in 
different style and of 
later date : the expres 
sion of another ideal 
refinement in colour, 
softness of effect, 
beauty of form = in 
detail, subtlety of line 
in design—or a silky 
shimmer of light blue 
and green with gold 
and silver in shadow 
or scintillating in light. 
A darker blue and thin 
black outline have been 
used in places to accen- 
tuate the forms. The 
ground of the carpet 
is of gold and silver. 
Upon this a pattern of 
floral stems with con- 
ventional ornament of 
the most exquisite 
shapes has been 
worked. This silk 
carpet belongs to a 
group woven in the 
late sixteenth or early 
seventeenth century. 
Formerly attributed to 
Persian weavers work- 
ing in Poland, they 
are now believed to 
have been woven ina 
Royal workshop in 
Persia and_ intended 
for imperial use. 
Like the “‘ H4a fiz,” 
this carpet belongs to 
the Salting Bequest. 

Its interesting asso- 
ciation entitles an 
Anatolian carpet to 
reference here. Car- 
pets of this character 
were largely imported 
into Europe during 
the sixteenth and 
seventeenth*’ centuries 
and were used as acces- 
sories in pictures of 
thetime. The Museum 
Handbook on Carpets 
points out that in a 
picture by Thomas de 
Keyser in the National 
Gallery, representing 
a merchant seated at a 
table, a carpet closely 
resembling this is used 
as table-cover.

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THE BISHOP’S CANDLESTICKS 


ENGLISH ARMCHAIRS OF THE 


TIME of upheaval such as_ that 
during the great Civil War in England 
acts as a touchstone to the conscience, 
character and convictions of men. 
The extremist, whether revolutionary 
or reactionary, generally can provide 

the most vivid arguments to convince his 
fellows, and revolution is the time of sensation. 
The moderate man of settled conviction and 
principles must fight hard to maintain them, 
and however much the great body of English- 
men may differ from him in cause or reasons, 
it dearly loves the stubborn fighter who is 
strong, not only in defence, but in attack. 

Such a man was Peter Gunning, who was 
born in 1614 and died Lord Bishop of Ely in 
1684. <A relation of the famous beauties of 
the name, he came ot ecclesiastical parentage 
and became a robust churchman and a preacher 
of great power. So when the Civil War broke 
out he took up the King’s cause with enthusiasm, 
both in the pulpit and out of it, standing between 
Puritanism on the one hand and Romanism on 
the other, and suffering imprisonment with other 
penalties. Under the Commonwealth he 
conducted the services at Exeter House Chapel 
strictly in accordance with the rites of the 
Church of England, but not without difficulties. 
Evelyn relates how, at the Holy Sacrament 
there on Christmas Day, 1657, the chapel was 
entered by soldiers, who carried off some of the 
communicants. Te and Pepys also had an 
intense admiration for Gunning and his “‘ most 
excellent”? sermons. After the Restoration, 
Gunning rose rapidly, being made Bishop of 
Chichester in 1669 and Bishop of Ely in 
1674-75. 

An interesting link with this strong 
personality remains with us in the shape of an 





LATE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


This is decorated with dolphins swimming 
among waves in punched dot work of rich 
effect. On the outside of the bow! under the 
rim are two shallow lines resembling an 
astragal ; these are carried round each lobe 
of the side. Every alternate lobe is boldly 
designed, richly embossed and chased with 
a daffodil, poppy or other flower and foliage, 
the lobes between being in matt chasing or 
punching with a minute circular tool. The 
handles are of extreme rarity. They consist 
of two scrolls forming an S with a middle 
link to the outside. The lower scroll is bi- 
furcated at its attachment to the bowl; the 
upper has a foliated crest, and the attachment 
is the most curious feature of the bowl. It 
consists of a broad thin ribbon of silver in 
spiral form, as if it had been wound round a 
cylinder and released. The whole has a smack 
of the Chinese taste. The bow! is supported 
by three feet of slightly elongated globular 
or grape shape. ‘These with the waves and 
dolphins seem to indicate that the bowl was 
used for liquids, but its shallowness is somewhat 
against this, and its general appearance is 
more in keeping with its use as a fruit dish. 
The rim of the bowl stands sins. from the 
ground, its diameter is I1ins., the distance 
from the outside of one handle to that of the 
other is 33ins. more, while the bowl weighs 
41 oz. 2dwt. The hall-mark is that of London, 
1675 ; the maker’s mark is A. H. in a shaped 
shield with a star. 

Prominent among the many types of 
English chairs in the latter half of the eighteenth 
century is the shield-back shape which is 


associated with the name of Hepplewhite. A 
very fine example in mahogany belongs to 
Messrs. Hampton.

extremely fine pair of table candlesticks, which 
we illustrate. They bear the date 1676, the 
vear after he went to Ely, and were probably 
made to his order. The somewhat Gothic 
clustered-column holders, with moulded capitals 
and bases, which form one of the earliest 
motives in Charles II candlesticks, may have 
specially appealed to the ecclesiastic. The 
holder is quatrefoil in section with rectangles 
between each foil and is supported on a vase- 
shaped stem decorated with acanthus leaves, 
features which are reproduced in the celebrated 
pair of candlesticks sold at Christie’s in 1908. 
Here they rest upon four upright acanthus leaves 
richly modelled and arising out of an elaborate 
frill or collar of rosette pattern, embossed and 
chased with acanthus foliations in four series. 
The stem unscrews. From the frill, the 
stem, there slightly conical, spreads out into 
a flat circular base with octafoil edge, alternately 
lobed and pointed. It is a triumph of design 
and workmanship, embossed and chased in 
four series of acanthus leaves, the outmost 
being somewhat plainer than the rest. The 
workmanship is full of spirit and executed with 
the swift facility of a master. The pair are the 
property of Mr..Walter Willson and weigh 
27 oz. 11dwt., while the height is 7ins. and 
width of base 6?ins. In addition to the date 
letter and London mark, they bear the maker’s 
mark I.B. over a crescent. 

In the same possession is a most remark- 
able silver bowl of very rare type. In shape 


it is flattish and the rim is scalloped, the sides 
being divided into twelve lobes concave in 
the inside and ending in lobed extremities at 
the bottom, where their terminal shapes form 
a large flattish panel of twelve concave sides. 


design, the central motif being the three-feather 
device surmounted by a vase-shaped ornament 
of wide base supported by two curved bands 
which enclose the device. ‘The vase, which is 
carved with foliage, is narrow at the middle, 
then sweeps upwards and outwards to spread 
out on the top rail. It is flanked by two curving 
bands ending at the top in rosettes, which 
pass downwards, framing the whole in a heart 
shape. From its lower extremity proceed 
downwards and outwards three splays, the 
central one dividing in two at the junction 
with the frame. The seat is upholstered with 
English needlework in cross or tent stitch. 
The arms are shaped; at the hands and on 
the curved supports are mouldings with 
reeded edges. The square tapering legs are 
decorated in the same manner, while the lower 
framework consists of plain back, side and 
middle stretchers. 

Another armchair in mahogany was for- 
merly in the Hoare collection and is of very 
fine design and workmanship. The back rail 
is slightly domed, moulded and reeded. The 
splat, with eight pierced openings divided 
into an upper and lower series (which meet 
below the middle, where the outline is slightly 
accentuated to mark the point), is carved 
in the upper part with a device of five ears 
of wheat. The arms are shaped and richly 
carved at the shoulders with acanthus: the 
hands are moulded and reeded at the edges, 
while the supports are shaped, moulded and 
carved at the ends with acanthus foliation. 
The seat-rail is deep and shaped at the junc- 
tion with the legs, which are square and, 
like the seat-rail, have a slightly chamfered 
edge.

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ENGLISH ARMCHAIRS OF THE 


TIME of upheaval such as _ that 
during the great Civil War in England 
acts as a touchstone to the conscience, 
character and convictions of men. 
The extremist, whether revolutionary 
or reactionary, generally can provide 

the most vivid arguments to convince his 
fellows, and revolution is the time of sensation. 
The moderate man of settled conviction and 
principles must fight hard to maintain them, 
and however much the great body of English- 
men may differ from him in cause or reasons, 
it dearly loves the stubborn fighter who is 
strong, not only in defence, but in attack. 

Such a man was Peter Gunning, who was 
born in 1614 and died Lord Bishop of Ely in 
1684. A relation of the famous beauties of 
the name, he came ot ecclesiastical parentage 
and became a robust churchman and a preacher 
of great power. So when the Civil War broke 
out he took up the King’s cause with enthusiasm, 
both in the pulpit and out of it, standing between 
Puritanism on the one hand and Romanism on 
the other, and suffering imprisonment with other 
penalties. Under the Commonwealth he 
conducted the services at Exeter House Chapel 
strictly in accordance with the rites of the 
Church of England, but not without difficulties. 
Evelyn relates how, at the Holy Sacrament 
there on Christmas Day, 1657, the chapel was 
entered by soldiers, who carried off some of the 
communicants. He and Pepys also had an 
intense admiration for Gunning and his ‘‘ most 
excellent’ sermons. After the Restoration, 
Gunning rose rapidly, being made Bishop of 
Chichester in 1669 and Bishop of Ely in 
1674-75. 

An interesting link with this strong 
personality remains with us in the shape of an 


extremely fine pair of table candlesticks, which 
we illustrate. They bear the date 1676, the 
year after he went to Ely, and were probably 
made to his order. ‘The somewhat Gothic 
clustered-column holders, with moulded capitals 
and bases, which form one of the earliest 
motives in Charles II candlesticks, may have 
specially appealed to the ecclesiastic. The 
holder is quatrefoil in section with rectangles 
between each foil and is supported on a vase- 
shaped stem decorated with acanthus leaves, 
features which are reproduced in the celebrated 
pair of candlesticks sold at Christie’s in 1908. 
Here they rest upon four upright acanthus leaves 
richly modelled and arising out of an elaborate 
frill or collar of rosette pattern, embossed and 
chased with acanthus foliations in four series. 
The stem unscrews. From the frill, the 
stem, there slightly conical, spreads out into 
a flat circular base with octafoil edge, alternately 
lobed and pointed. It is a triumph of design 
and workmanship, embossed and chased in 
four series of acanthus leaves, the outmost 
being somewhat plainer than the rest. The 
workmanship is full of spirit and executed with 
the swift facility of a master. The pair are the 
property of Mr..Walter Willson and weigh 
27 oz. 11dwt., while the height is 7ins. and 
width of base 63ins. In addition to the date 
letter and London mark, they bear the maker’s 
mark I.B. over a crescent. 

In the same possession is a most remark- 
able silver bowl of very rare type. In shape 
it is flattish and the rim is scalloped, the sides 
being divided into twelve lobes concave in 
the inside and ending in lobed extremities at 
the bottom, where their terminal shapes form 
a large flattish panel of twelve concave sides.

This is decorated with dolphins swimming 
among waves in punched dot work of rich 
effect. On the outside of the bow! under the 
rim are two shallow lines resembling an 
astragal; these are carried round each lobe 
of the side. Every alternate lobe is boldly 
designed, richly embossed and chased with 
a daffodil, poppy or other flower and foliage, 
the lobes between being in matt chasing or 
punching with a minute circular tool. The 
handles are of extreme rarity. They consist 
of two scrolls forming an S with a middle 
link to the outside. The lower scroll is bi- 
furcated at its attachment to the bowl; the 
upper has a foliated crest, and the attachment 
is the most curious feature of the bowl. It 
consists of a broad thin ribbon of silver in 
spiral form, as if it had been wound round a 
cylinder and released. The whole has a smack 
of the Chinese taste. The bow! is supported 
by three feet of slightly elongated globular 
or grape shape. These with the waves and 
dolphins seem to indicate that the bowl was 
used for liquids, but its shallowness is somewhat 
against this, and its general appearance is 
more in keeping with its use as a fruit dish. 
The rim of the bowl stands 5ins. from the 
ground, its diameter is 1tins., the distance 
from the outside of one handle to that of the 
other is 33ins. more, while the bowl weighs 
41 oz. 2dwt. The hall-mark is that of London, 
1675 ; the maker’s mark is A. H. in a shaped 
shield with a star. 

Prominent among the many types of 
English chairs in the latter half of the eighteenth 
century is the shield-back shape which is 
associated with the name of Hepplewhite. A 
very fine example in mahogany belongs to 
Messrs. Hampton. The splat is of elaborate 





design, the central motif being the three-feather 
device surmounted by a vase-shaped ornament 
of wide base supported by two curved bands 
which enclose the device. The vase, which is 
carved with foliage, is narrow at the middle, 
then sweeps upwards and outwards to spread 
out on the top rail. It is flanked by two curving 
bands ending at the top in rosettes, which 
pass downwards, framing the whole in a heart 
shape. From its lower extremity procee 
downwards and outwards three splays, th: 
central one dividing in two at the junctio: 
with the frame. The seat is upholstered wit! 
English needlework in cross or tent stitch 
The arms are shaped; at the hands and o 
the curved supports are mouldings wit! 
reeded edges. ‘The square tapering legs ar 
decorated in the same manner, while the lowe 
framework consists of plain back, side an 
middle stretchers. 

Another armchair in mahogany was for 
merly in the Hoare collection and is of ver 
fine design and workmanship. The back ra 
is slightly domed, moulded and reeded. Th 
splat, with eight pierced openings divide: 
into an upper and lower series (which mee 
below the middle, where the outline is slight! 
accentuated to mark the point), is carve 
in the upper part with a device of five ea:

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THE 20 H.P. ROLLS-ROYCE 


OR a long time there 

has been a general ex- 

pectation that Messrs. 

Rolls - Royce, Limited, 

would shortly announce 
anew car, and by virtue of 
the quality and reputation of 
the standard 40-50 h.p. model 
the interest attached to this 
development has been very con- 
siderable. The famous Derby 
firm now definitely announce 
that in 1923 they will market 
a 20 h.p. six-cylinder car, of 
which at the time of going to 
press no particulars are avail- 
able beyond the bore and stroke 
of the engine, which are 
3ins. by 4hins. (giving a R.A.C. 
rating of 21.6), and the prices, 
which are £1,100 for the chassis, 
£1,500 for the  four-seater 
touring car, £1,745 for the 
six-seater landaulette, £1,745 
for the  six-seater limousine, 
{1,880 for the four - seater 
cabriolet, and {1,900 for the 
six-seater cabriolet. 

As regards bodywork for the 
new chassis, it may be pre- 
sumed that Messrs. Barker's 
will, as in the past, be respon- 
sible for the majority if not the 
the whole of the standardised 
models, while, of course, chassis 
will be available for purchasers 
to hand over to their own 
builders for special designs. 

It is almost needless to 
state that the new car will be 
of the same standard in 
design, material and care of 
manufacture as its bigger 
brother, and it will carry the 
usual Rolls-Royce three years’ 
guarantee. The new car will, of 
course, not in any way replace 
the 40-50 h.p. model to which 
it will be produced as a sub- 
sidiary and with a_ limited 
output as to quantity. We OPEN TOURING CAR. 
are asked to state while mak- 
ing this announcement that the 
price of the 40-50 h.p. chassis 
will for the present remain at 
41,850, but that in the event of 
any reduction becoming possible 
any purchaser whose order has 
been given not longer than six 
months before such reduction 
would be entitled to the tull 
benefit. Finally, no 20 h.p. 
chassis or cars will be ex- 
hibited at the Olympia Show, 
the Rolis-Royce exhibit con- 
sisting solely of cars of the 
jo-50 h.p. type. 

This Rolls-Royce departure 
is by no means an_ isolated 
instance of makers of big cars 
turning their attention to 
smaller vehicles and of an 
approximately similar nature 
is the introduction of six- 
cylinder cars by makers who 
have previously specialised in 
“ Fours.” We hope to make THE ENCLOSED DRIVE CABRIOLET.

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THE TREND OF CAR PRICES 


OME very considerable reductions 

recently announced in the prices 

of motor cars of ail types and 

sizes make one wonder if we are 

not getting back to something 
like 1914 standards of value. Motor cars 
are now costing less than they have ever 
cost since the war, and whereas, in the 
main, prices may not show a very great 
reduction on those obtaining in IgI!I9Q, 
there is this important difference. In 
1919 a manufacturer could and did settle 
almost any price he liked on his motor 
car, because in very few instances was 
he able to deliver at all. In that first 
year after the war manufacturing and 
marketing as well as purchasing conditions 
were so abnormal and so uncertain that 
it was impossible to tell for more than a 
few days at a time what the actual cost 
of the production of a car or any of its 
components would be. Still more difficult 
was it to say definitely that the cars or 
their components would be actually pro- 
duced in a form and a condition that 
would allow of their dispersal among the 
public. 

It would be idle to deny that some 
firms took advantage of this chaotic 
state of affairs, which they realised would 
prevent their actual delivery of cars to 
eager purchasers, and settled on their 
products prices which would never pay 
for their manufacture. It was a perfectly 
safe proceeding, for an article that will 
never be delivered may be priced at any 
figure without risk to its vendor. When 
conditions had changed sufficiently to 
enable the actual production and sale of 
cars, prices began to soar, and in some 
cases purchasers who had paid a deposit 
on a car at a certain price were called 
upon to pay as much as 75 per cent. 
increase on this price before they took 
delivery of the vehicle. 


WHAT HAPPENED IN 1920 AND 1921. 


The general body of lay opinion 
believed in the early months of 1920 
that the zenith of car prices was then 
reached, and their belief was perhaps 
strengthened by the honest suppositions 
of manufacturers that labour and raw 
material had also reached their zenith in 
costs. When, however, both labour and 
raw material continued to soar in price it 
was only natural that the finished product 
should do the same, and so it was not 
until well into 1921 that the upward 
trend of motor car prices came to an 
end. The natural result of this soaring 
was, of course, a serious limitation of 
the market, and in some cases it was 
merely with the hope of recapturing at 
least a small section of the market and 
without any regard to production costs 
that some manufacturers reduced their 
prices in 1921. Such a state of affairs 
obviously could not last. No business 
can sell for 6d. articles that cost od. to 
produce and still remain a useful unit 
in the business system of the country. 
Fortunately, however, a slight reduction 
in labour and raw material costs made 
itself apparent towards the end of 1921, 
and since then it has continued. Within 
the last few months there have been several 
such reductions, and another reduction 
in the price of labour is due within the 
next few weeks. To the motor car manu- 
facturer this means also a further reduction 
in the price of his raw materials, on which, 
in: the majority of instances, much labour 
has been expended before it reaches his 
hands, so that further reductions are 
possible in the price of the complete 
article. " 

A CATASTROPHE AND ARTIFICIAL 
PRICE REDUCTIONS. 

Nevertheless, the reductions that we 
are now seeing are in some cases at least 
end to more than these perfectly sound 


economical factors. Prevailing high prices 
and a keenly competitive market have 
combined to leave some manufacturers 
with a large stock of completed cars on 
their hands, and the bold step has been 
taken of offering this stock at a consider- 
able loss, which perhaps, owing to special 
and abnormal circumstances, may be a 
quite defensible business policy. But 
when this move was made a certain section 
of the lay Press seized upon it without 
any justification as a sign that a whole- 
sale reduction in car prices was at hand. 
This ‘fact’? was announced with all 
the prominence that a sensation-seeking 
news editor could command and imme- 
diately the ‘“‘ bottom was knocked out ”’ 
of the car market. 

The two or three months preceding 
the Show are always, and very naturally, 
slack months in the motor trade, a fact 
that in itself has had not a little to do 
with the inception of the price reduction 
movement. But they are not so slack 
that manufacturers can afford to sell their 
cars for less than they cost to produce, 
though this was the only course left open 
to some of them if they wished to secure 
any revenue at all, after this alleged 
discovery of an impending and a con- 
siderable fall in price was made by the 
journals referred to. Once the ball was 
set rolling it soon gained impetus—that 
meant it could not be stopped—and we 
have cars falling in price before their cost 
of production has correspondingly fallen. 


YEARS OF TROUBLES. 


It must be remembered that this year 
is in no way different from previous post- 
war years in being a particularly un- 
fortunate one for the motor trade. Besides 
the present naturally slack season, there 
have been in all of them artificially created 
and much more serious slack seasons owing 
to industrial disputes. First came the 
railway strike, then there was the moulders’ 
strike, and this year there has been one 
of the most serious and prolonged stoppages 
of all in the form of a dispute as to who 
should control the factories, the workmen 
or the employers. This year the effect 
was that, at a time when business should 
naturally have been at its brightest, it 
was effectively stopped; and now, as a 
result of an _ ill-considered and _ worse 
informed lay press campaign, manufac- 
turers have been compelled to increase 
their already heavy losses by further losses 
due to an uneconomical relation between 
manufacturing and selling prices. 

In view of the fact that, to a certain 
extent, wages are at present regulated 
by statute and that impending reductions 
are clearly known before they are due, 
it is perhaps sometimes possible for manu- 
facturers to effect cuts earlier than they 
could otherwise, when they are offered the 
inducement that the purchase of cars 
has practically ceased because potential 
purchasers are expecting decreases in price. 
It is only natural that the manufacturer 
should do what he can to meet the situation, 
and so it comes about that in August and 
September this year we have seen more 
price reductions than many of us expected 
to see at the Show. It would be misleading 
to suggest that we are at the end of them. 
As regards their numbers, many firms 
have not yet made any announcement, and 
among tiem are one or two from whom 
some reductions may be reasonably ex- 
pected. As regards the amounts of the 
reductions that have been made it is 
improbable that these will be further 
increased—at any rate before next spring ; 
while as far as one can say at the moment 
there is no reason to anticipate that any 
considerable reductions will be again 
possible until the autumn of next year. 
Thus, where new prices have been recently 
made public, they may be accepted as 
the prices that will obtain through 1923, 
with a few inevitable exceptions. . 


THE VALUE OF CARS. 


It must be admitted that, on the whole, 
cars of to-day, which means cars of 1923, 
compare very favourably with those of 
1914 on the score of value for money. 
Of course prices are higher, but making 
due allowance for the difference in the 
general purchasing power of the pound 
sterling, the unprejudiced observer will 
find himself compelled to admit that cars 
as we now have them are much better 
value in every way than cars that were 
available in 1914. This is especially the 
case with the small low-priced cars, for 
which there is a further explanation. This 
is that the light car market is the most 
prosperous market and the one that is most 
rapidly growing. Therefore it is the market 
in which there is the keenest competition 
and in which there is the greatest incentive 
to the manufacturer to offer the best 
possible value that he can. To take 
one or two examples: the Morris-Cowley 
car when first introduced was, we believe, 
priced at 158 guineas; it is now 265 guineas 
and is generally accepted as being a much 
better car than its original ancestor. 
Also it is an entirely British production, 
which in its early days it was not, and so 
we have evidence that the British automo- 
bile industry of 1922 and 1923 can compete 
with the American industry of 1915 and 
1916 in the matter of production costs. 
Another striking value for money car is 
the 11.9 h.p. Bean, which now costs £335 
for the two-seater and £345 for the four- 
seater. In view of the specification, 
quality and accommodation of this car, 
to say nothing of its performance, one 
would have to search hard among the 
cars of 1914 to find a serious competitor 
for it. If anyone feels inclined to make the 
search, he should bear in mind that the 
Bean is rated at only 11.9 h.p., and so has 
11.9 running and maintenance costs, 
whereas the cars of 1914 that could compare 
on the score of performance would mostly 
be of 15 h.p. or 16 h.p. at least. 


PRE-WAR LIGHT CAR PRICES. 

In pre-war days the average price of 
what was designated as a light car was 
about £200; some were priced as low as 
£150, others cost as much as £300, but 
£200 may be taken as a fair average price. 
Now, all who have had experience of these 
early light cars will be aware that, whereas 
their engines were, judged by the standards 
of the time, very excellent engines, few 
of them would be tolerated to-day. The 
performance that one expects and gets 
from an engine of given size has increased 
enormously in the last eight years. Chassis 
also have not lagged behind to any serious 
extent, and springing and steering are 
indisputably better than they were. Body- 
work also is much better both in design 
and in construction, and its accommoda- 
tion, whether a two-seater or a four-seater, 
is more generous and more comfortable 
than that of the cars of eight years ago. 
Finally; there is the equipment of the car 
to be taken into account, and this is a 
very important detail. In 1914 many 
cars were without even electric lighting, 
side curtains giving complete protection 
from the weather were practically unknown, 
while an electric starter and speedometer 
as part of the standard equipment of a 
light car were regarded as entirely a de luxe 
asset. Nowadays all these things are taken 
as a matter of course. 

As regards bigger vehicles, the British 
industry now boasts one of the most 
remarkable value-for-money cars ever 
offered to the motoring public in any part 
of the world. Originally priced at £208, 
no Cubitts were, we believe, delivered at 
this figure, but they sold very well at about 
£450 (4442 without a tyre on the spare 
wheel). This car, including a tyre on the 
spare wheel and many other desirable 
extra details, is now priced at £360, and

and general attractiveness, one has to 
search hard to find a serious competitor 
on the value-for-money basis at any period 
of the history of the motor industry. 
Then we have the promise of new cars 
such as the 15 h.p. six-cylinder A.C. and 
the 14 h.p. Sunbeam and Vauxhall, all of 
which bring motoring of a distinctly luxuri- 
ous type within the reach of the owner 
with a limited purse. If one wished to 
place the credit for these innovations 
where it is due, one would perhaps turn 
to Messrs. Armstrong Siddeley, whose 
30 h.p. six-cylinder car marked a new note 
in car values and whose 18 h.p. model has 
maintained the same note and has acted 
as a great incentive to competitors. And 
the car that exists as a real incentive to 
competition is a car that deserves every 
encouragement. 

Although its bearing on the main 
question is only indirect, one may refer 
to the recent introduction to the British 
market of various cars from ex-enemy 
countries. Presumably there is some market 
for these cars, for it is difficult to imagine 
that concessionnaires would go to the 
expense of bringing them over here if no 
market existed ; but for ourselves we do 
not profess to understand the ideas and 
the motives of actual or potential pur- 
chasers. It is not as though these cars 
were extremely low priced or even in 
any other way made a striking value-for- 
money appeal. They seem very ordinary 
cars, and, whether judged on the score of 
cost or performance, most of them would 
appear to be easily surpassed by many 
quite average British productions. These 
ex-enemy cars will, of course, not be 
exhibited at the Show, and anyone who 
contemplates their purchase should bear 
in mind the important fact that they are 
likely to command low second-hand values. 

Altogether, 1923 promises to be a 
genuine economical year from the motor- 
ist’s point of view. There are many entirely 
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new cars that will make their debuts 
at the Olympia Show, and which, priced 
between £200 and £250, will offer a per- 
formance that last year could be purchased 
for not less than £400. Tyres and other 
accessories are also coming down in price, 
and the recent reduction in the price of 
petrol should give the whole motoring 
movement an enormous fresh impetus. 

We hope to give a list of important price 
reductions in our next issue. 


A New Kind of Service. 


UCH has been heard in the last 
few years of the improved service 
being offered by British car manu- 
facturers to their clients. This highly 
desirable improvement in business policy 
is, however, not entirely limited to the 
manufacturer of complete cars. Recently 
we had the opportunity of inspecting the 
working of an accessory maker’s service 
scheme. At their large and elaborately 
equipped works at Cricklewood Mesrss. 
S. Smith and Sons (M.A.), Limited, have 
an important department set aside entirely 
for service to customers, not necessarily, 
let it be stated at once, customers who 
have bought articles direct from Messrs. 
Smiths’, but any owners of cars equipped 
with Smiths’ instruments and fittings. 
Should any trouble develop with an 
instrument, whether it be a speedometer 
or an electric starting motor, on receiving 
notification of the fact from the owner, 
Messrs. Smiths immediately despatch a 
fresh unit. Then when the faulty unit 
has been repaired the owner is charged 
the actual cost of the repair without any 
profit to Messrs. Smiths. His repaired 
part is not returned to him because the 
replacement that he receives is of exactly 
the same type and, being guaranteed for 
condition, is quite as good. 
The supplying of these replacement 
units illustrates a highly commendable 
ingenuity and enterprise on the part of 
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Messrs. Smiths. When the service scheme 
was instituted new parts were sent out as 
replacements, although the car owner 
only paid for the actual repairs to his own 
unit. In other words, he received a brand 
new unit in return for a faulty one plus 
fhe cost of its repair to be paid at some 
tuture date. Obviously such a scheme 
as this was somewhat extravagant, and 
the supplying of new parts was only 
adopted until some better course should 
be available. Now that the scheme is 
properly working the replacement units 
that are sent to owners in trouble are 
repaired units that have been sent to the 
works previously and which, having been 
not only repaired but reconditioned, are 
sent out in practically new condition. 

The important features and special 
assets of this scheme are that immediately 
notification is received from an owner 
that he is in trouble the necessary new 
part is sent to him immediately, and such 
details that vary in size with different 
cars, as instance speedometer cabling or 
electric wiring, are stocked by Messrs. 
Smiths in the correct lengths, so that 
the owner of a particular car may be sure 
of getting his replacement in the exact 
size if it happens to be of a nature that 
cannot be standardised to universal appli- 
cation. There is no delay while the 
owner, possibly hung up on the road, 
complies with the formalities of a pro-forma 
invoice, and it is good to hear that Messrs. 
Smiths’ confidence in their clients in this 
respect has not been abused. It is obvious 
that this service scheme is not being run 
at a financial profit, and when we inspected 
its working we were reminded of a sugges- 
tion we made some time ago that it might 
really pay a manufacturer to run _ his 
service scheme and spare parts depart- 
ment at a loss. The goodwill that must 
accrue to Messrs. Smiths by virtue of 
this service scheme will surely and justly 
become in a short time one of their most 
valuable assets.

TOUCH AND THE PIANO-PLAYER. 

A great many people of real musical appreciation have objected 
to the piano-player, acknowledging all its merits as a reproducer of 
execution and as bringing the widest assortment of the most varied music 
within the reach of everybody, but holding it a failure in the thing that 
lies at the bottom of the difference between the strummer and the virtuoso 
touch. A new invention which Messrs. Bluthner and Co., Limited, 
of 9-15, Wigmore Street, W.1, have incorporated in the ‘‘ Carola ”’ 
player-piano has finally removed this objection. By means of a special 
valve the performer on the ** Carola ’’ can regulate the degree of contact 
between hammer and piano-string with as perfect control as if he were 
playing the piano in the ordinary way. The touch of a ‘‘ Carola” 
player is practically the same touch as on an ordinary piano, save that 
for him all the mechanical part of the performance, the execution and 
reading are done by the piano-player, and he can devote the whole of 
his mind to the interpretation of the piece he is playing. Another 
feature of the *‘ Carola *’ which should be mentioned is that the pedalling 
is remarkably light. A single pressure of the foot suffices for the 
playing of a large number of notes, and according to the pressure of 
the foot so is the note struck. This invention can be supplied in 
Bluthner pianos and any other well known makes, and Messrs. Bluthner 
and Co. have arranged that any make of piano will be accepted in part 
payment. It will certainly be well for anyone contemplating the 
purchase of a piano-player to call and hear a demonstration of the
